| The ſacred faculty of Theology at Parir 
having heard the Maſs of the Holy Ghoſt ſo- 
lemnly ſung in the Chappel of the Colledge of 
Sorbon, was then the fourth time aſſembled by 
oath, to determine of two Bulls, ſaid to. have 
been granted by two Popes, Paxl 3. and Julie 
the'3. unto thoſe who atfeR the name of the 
$-ciety of Jeſus, which Bulls, the Parliament of 
Paris by their Uſher ſent on purpoſe, commit- 
ted to the view and examination of the ſaid fa- 


culty, 
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culty, the tenour whereof followeth : 
And firſtof the Bull of Paw! 3. 9 
Then of the Bull! of Fu#- 3. 

But before this Faculty would begin to treat of 
a matter of ſo great weight, all. and ſingular the 
Maſters thereot made open & publick profeſſion 
that they would not think, much leſs, decree or 
attempt any thing againſt the Authority and 
Power of the Pope 3 but as they and every of 
them, as obedient Children have alwayes ac- 
knowledged and confefled, fo they now do 
ſincerely , faithfully and willingly acknow- 
ledge and confeſs the Biſhop of Rome Soveraign 
Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt, and Univerial Paſtor of 
the Church, to whom Chrift gave the fulaeſs of 
Power, whom all perſons of cither Sex are + 
bound to obey, to reverence his Decrees, and 
every one in his place ought to defend and ob» 
ſerve : But foralmuch asall men, eſpecially Di- 
vines ought to be ready to give fatisfaftion to

and afterwards in the aſſembly of the Clergy in 
Septemb. 1561. where the Arch-biſhops and 
Bi were preſent, and the Cardinal of Towr- 
non Preſident , this Society was approved of, | 
but with ſo many clauſes and reſtrictions, that 
had they been preſſed to obſerve them, *tis pro- 
bable they had ſoon changed their abode.

'Tis true , there are many Converts in ap- 
pearance, and from the teeth outwards, that 
ts, that come to Confeſſon, which ſatishes theſe 
Fathers to cry them up for Proſclytes of Hea»- 
ven. But permanent converſions are rare, thoſe 
attended with relapſes into fin are frequent 
and ordinary. 

I will give you an inſtance of the ſingular 
addreſs ot theſe Fathers, for converting the 
moſt hardned ſinners, being a ſtory from the 
mouth of one of them, in a conference had 
with the Nunnes at the Viſitation of St, Antho» 


nyes ftreet in Paris: 


* There was, ſaid he, a perſon of quality, 
© who having lived very diffolutely at Court, 
* and in the Army, was dangerouſly lick, and 
« would by no means hear of going to Con» 
« feſſion, it being (oloug ſince he had performs 
« ed any duty in that kinde, that he could not 
« remember he had ever done it. Thoſe about 
«him uſcd their beſt endeavours to perſwade 
« him to ſend for a Conteſor, but in vain 3 the 
« multitude of his Crimes making him aſhas 
«med to declare them. But being willing to 
c © receve 
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© receive the other Sacraments 3 2 Feſuite was 
© made choyce of to adminiſter to him. The 
© lick perſon had no ſooner diſcerned him, but 
© he cryed gut, he might have (aved his-pains 
©;n coming, for he was reſolved not to con- 
© fels. The Feſwite promiſed him not to men- 
© tion Confeſſion, but believed him willing to 
© exerciſe Acts of Faith, Contrition and others 
© neceflary to prepare him for deaths and told 
© him he came to dire him therein : The ſick 
* man conſented, and after inſtruction given 
| in the other particulars, the Feſwite asked him 
© whether he would exchange his fins tor his 
© good works; Which the tick man willingly 
© agreed to; the Feſuite thereupon aſſured him, 
© he would take upon him all his fins, and from 
© thenceforth cſtcem them his own, and trans- 
* ferx to the lick perſon the merit of all his good 
* works: This done, hc pronounced his abſo- 
* lution, and retyred. But being gone to the 
© Gate, he returned to tell the tick, he had 
* forgotten to ask him what thoſe tins were 
* wherewith he had charged himlelt , fo that 
* he could not make confcfſion of them as his 
* ins, which he defired to do, to prevent dam- 
* nation : The fick man without any difhculty 
* or ſhame xecounted thole crimes which he 
* believed not his own. The Jeſuite preſently, 
* brought him the Euchariſt, and the tick man 
© foon after dyed, and at night appearcd to the | 
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* Jeſuite, to give him thanks for the gift of his 
© merit, for which God had received him to 
© Glory, though he had deſerved the torments 
© of Hell; and to afſure him that his charity in 


© chargirig himſelt with his fins, was ſo accepta» * 


© ble with God, that he would not impute them 
© tothe Jeſuite, but pardoned him freely. 


This Jeſuite, in relating the ſtory conſide- 


red not, that nothing doth ſo quench the (pi- | 


rit of repentance in men of Religion, as to 
bear them in hand, that the moſt hardned fin- 
ners may enter Paradiſe without being obliged 
to repentance or confefſion of their tins with 
the humility neceſſary in actions of that mo- 
ment : The Examples are every where obvi- 
ous of perſons propenſe not to fear any ſinne, 
which they think may be caſily remitted. This 
induccd the ancient Fathers of the Church to 
believe and teach, that Death-bed repentance 


is very dangerous; and though they refuſed 


not to abſolve ſuch as humbly and carneſtly 
deſired reconcilation with God, yet it is true, 
that admitting thcir repentance, they did not 
aſſure them ot ſalvation. Bur the Jeluites are 
far bolder, and more illuminated; they ab- 
ſolve ſinners who will not vouchſate to con» 
fels their fins, or if they confels them, they do 
it hiſtorically by way of relation, without apy 
compunction or contrition tor o—_— 

nem. 
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them. And leſt the validity of the Abſolutian 
ſhould come into queſtion, they are furniſhed 
with revelations to confirm thera. But he that 
hath care of the heakh of his Soul, will not 
rely on theſe broken reeds of pretended mira- 
cles, which ſerve only to beget a falſe confi- 
dence in finners. And the charity of theſe Fa- 
thers, who charge themſelves fo freely with 
the moſt horrible crimes committed by others, 
may aſſure us they have artitices to exempt 
themſelves from repentance, as they have de- 
vices to excule others trom it.

In the Church of Chriſt the rich and poor 
are mingled together, or rather in Chriſt there 
remains no diſtinction of Rich men and poor, 
being all one body, and one Spirit in him : But 
the Church of the Feſwites hath another cuſtom, 
theſe Fathers ſeparate,and treat them with ves 
ry great difference; they flatter the one, and 
domineer over the other , and deal equally 
with them in nothing but this, that they en-

Thev give extrordinary prayſes to Ferdinand 
the 2d, and Ferdinand the 34, becauſe their 
names are Regiſtred in their Congregations : 
Poſterity, ſay they, ſhall ſee in theſe Regilters

Theſe Fathers ſhould have tuppreſt the Book 
of Father Bayy, called Paradiſe opened by the bun- 
dred Prayers and ſome others of Rinet and Pola, 
before they had boaſted their Devotion for the 
Virgin; the books being as full of impertinen- 
cics and impious queltions on that ſubjet,as the 
practices of their Worſhip are vain and ridicu-

morole, and applaud themſclves for cnlargin 
and making plaim the waycs of Hcaven, whi 
from Jeſw Chrift to their time continued n; 
row and rugged ; in a word, whereas heret 
fore it wasa rare thing to fee a ſinner Conve 
ed, you may now fee thouſands in t 
Churches. Where there needs not ſuch formali 
ſo many tears, ſuch ghs and groans, and 
much humiliations as in the Primitive Chux 
The danger is obly that God changes nota6 
cording, to their fancies, but is as juſt, and! 
ſevere as ever : But this matters uot with th 
whoſe deſign is to make good compoliti 
with ſinners, and (ell the blood of Jeſis 
cheap, that their market may be quicker, 
yield large returns ot profit and advantage 
the multitude of their cuſtomers. The Sx 
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needs no more than tell his Confeſſor the ory of 
his diſorders, and he is preſently capable of the 
greateſt favours of the Church, and cleared of 
his fins without fear of an after clap. 

When Biſhops and Pricfts were not without 
dilkculty induced to proceed to the reconciliatt- 
on of .Penitents to God, for fear of binding 
themſelves in thoſe fins, whereof they pretend- 
ed to looſe others, whom it may be, the Sove» 
raign Judge had not abſolved, finners though 
reconciled, continued in fear and humiliation, 
ally having cheir fins ever before them, and after 
the practiſing of all ſorts of good works, and 
ſubmiſſion to the rigour of Eeeleſigftical Diſci- 
fline, they were til} atraid they had not fatis- 
hed the Fmſtice of God. And that their fins were 
not {o-mortitied, but that they might recover 
the dominion of their hearts to their ctcrual de- 
ſtruction, and ceaſed not to charge theraſelves 
with fins of ignorance and inhrmity , with 
omiſhops and neglets. But now as it the moſt 
hainous crimes were as inconliderable as the 
lighteſt faults, and as cafily pardoned as the. 
ſmalleſt miſcarriages, as if the maladies of the 
Sou! were not dithcult to cure, and asSit God 
had for the future for ever remitted the ſeverity 
of his judgement againſt ſinners trom the time 
they follow the advice of the Feſwites3 /the 
molt wicked of men,the moſt diflolute wretches 
arc n0 ſoonerabſolved by theſe complailant dis 
rectors, 
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reors, but theix Conſciences are in peace for F , 
all their paſt fins, though they arc relolved to} , 
commit them again : Theſe are the perſons F , 
that make up theſe vaſt numbers which ally , 
the Churches of the ]cſuites, and ſwell the lift 
of their Contefſions.

e&s (0 many perſons of greateſt quality, ſo me 
ny rich, ſo many wiſe men atter the ficth, 
they have no room tor the Common people, 
and ordinary men : And have made the wa 6 
of repentance ſo {mooth and calic , that 
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moſt tender and delicate fnners run thither 
with as much ardour and facility as they 
could poſſibly have done to their fins aud dit- 
orders. 

It you conſider theſe Fathers as to worldly 
enjoyments, and weigh their condition mn the 
balance of humane opinion, they have cauſe 
to be intirely ſatisfied with their Eſtate in the 
places where they reign, as having all the 
Grandcur of the World proſirate at theig feet 3 
but if you view them by the light of Faith, no- 
thing will appear ſo miſcrable as thele blinde 
Guides, who lead the blind, and together wich 
them fall into the ditch, and aby(s of darknels. 
They have reaſon to fear, that God may re- 
quire at their hands the blood of an infinice 
number of Souls, who for want of repentance 
dyc in their fins, whom they abuſed by halty 
abſolution, and covered their faults inſtead of 
curing them, 

'Tis lamentable to obſerve, how ſinners are 
daily confeſled by thele Ghoſtly Fathers, but 
never converted to newuels of life, repenting, 
every moment, but nevertruly, drawing nigh 
to God with their lips, but denying him m 
their hearts becoming Prolelytes to theſe 
new Pharifies, and thereby more the childrea 
of Hell than betore, Tis true, they practiſe 
not theſe things alone, but this augments ra- 
ther than, excules their condemnation 3 as ha- 
H ving 
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ving drawn others to follow their courſes, be» 
ing tempted 'to like Actions, in hopes of equal 
ſucce(s, and as many diſciples as the eſuites 
had gained by their caſte devotion 3 to that 
now there are Feſwites every where, and in all 
habits, and though they claim the honour of 
being the firſt Authors of Morals which have 
quite overthrown thoſe of the Church, there 
want not others who have imitated them in 
deceiving the world. 

I remcmber, that on a Holiday, in a Church 
in Flanders, I ſaw a vaſt multitude of people 
thronging to Confeſſion and the Sacrament; 
And toon after jn dilcourſe with one of theſe 
Fathers, I told him 1 was much edificd at the 
Devotion of the people, and asked him whes 
ther it was alwaycs equal to what it appeared 
on the laſt Holiday : The Father afſurcd me 
I had (cen only what was utial and ordinary, 
that the people were very devout, and failed 
not to trequent the Sacrament often. But Sir, 
aid I; to compleat my joy, give me leave © 
ask you whether all theſe perſons that come 
municate fo often, do it with that piety and 
holineſs the Greatne(s of thele myttcries & 
quires, whether they examine themſelves & 
nioally betore they approach the Holy Tabls, 
for tear of coming thither to condemnation, 
and cating there their eternall ruine : To fpeak 
plainly, i3 it probable, that all thoſe who I lee

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commutnicate every day in the week, do all 
Icad an holy and Innocent life, exempt from re- 
lapſe into mortal fins, after their repentance, 
and in a word, are fo holy as they ought to be 
who ſo often partake of thoſe holy things ? 

| perccived I fpake to this good Father in a 
Language he was not accuſtomed to hears for 
bcing by this time ſufficiently aſtoniſhed , he 
told me I demanded too much, and what I re- 
quircd was the higheſt perfection 3 that it was 
a rare thing to ſee men who fcll not into mor- 
tal fins 3 but that thoſe Communicants took 
care to confels without fail, as often as they 
{ll : 

What Sir, (aid 1, thoſe perfons that fill your 
Churchcs are the (ame that after dinner people 
Taverns and Tipling-houfcs, Bowling-greens 
and Theatres, and other places of divertife- 
ment ?

The Good. Fathcr had not the paticnce to heax 
what 1 would have ſaid, but {peaking on 
the abundance of his heart, Sir, ſaid he, m 
we not fave all the world? and it we cannot 
ſend ſinners ſtraight into Paradiſe, *tis good to 
ſend them at leatt into Purgatory. The frail 
and weakneſs of mcn is fo great in theſe ti 
that to require great matters from , them þ 
duties of Religion, is to make them quit all;

not negle& to grant them abſolution whenas 
they demand it, for as in their demand there 
is an appearance of their fear of damnatiot 
that fcar with Contcſhon,are ſutheient Gro 
to give them abſolution, nor can it be denyed 
them, according to the common opinion of the

This Father could not have been more ſur 
prized at my Anſwer than 1 was at his reply, 
Repecnting in a manner that I had en 
with a perſon of Principles ſo different .fr 
mine, that I foreſaw it was impoſſible for 
to agree 3 however I reſolved to make good my 
ground, and one aſſault more to bring himt 
reaſon.

pentance would become an intollerable yoke, 
Confeſſion torlaken , all the world forced away 
trom the Altar, and Sinners deſpair 3 he ſhould 
have added, that jt would rujne many Sacred 
Communities which had no better mcans of ſub» 
hltence than this calc abſolution, and truly by 
the genius and countenance of the Father, I dif- 
covercd that this laſt was the moſt prevalent ar- 
gument with him, and therctore reſolved to 
hold my peace 3 for 'tis to no purpoſe to bring 
the molt demonſtrative evidences to undeceive 
a nan whoſe per{waſions are grounded in rea- 
ſons of intercit, unleſs you firſt cure the cove» 
rouſneſs of his heart. We have no more to do 
upon theſe occaſions, but to ſigh, and pray God 
that he would effect what to us 1s antirely im- 
pollible. 

To return to the Feſwiter, it muſt be confe(- 
ſed that they have been very prudent in the 
choyce of proper and ſucceſsful means to com- 
pals their delign of drawing after them a great 
number of people 3 they eakly perceived, that 
had they exacted from Sinners the fruits of a/ 
folid repentance, intire ſ{clf-denyal , retorma- 
tion of life, ſerious mortihcation of Vice, they 
could not have calily attained their ends, and 
that if they treated the Sinyer that ſhould come 
to them, according, to the Rules of the Chureh," 
their Chuyebes (hould never have been filled, -_ 

their 
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their Confeſſors much 1mployed : But judging 
very wiſely, that though they obliged not Sin- 
xers tOo-put off the old man; they would be con= 
tent to- put on the new, it 'they promiſed-men 
Heaven tor ſome petty works ot no weight or 
difhculty 3 there could be no Sinner (o haxrdned 
who would not be their profelyte on ſo good 
termes, and paythem to boot tor the pains they . 
ſhould take to ſend! him'to Hell : This is the 
reaſon: that moved them to pitch on theſe 
works of oftentation, and exhort all the peo» 
ple to communicate every day in the week, and 
to authorize their praQtice, pretend it was ap» 
proved by an Arch-Biſhop of Valentia, in an Aſ- 
ſembly of Dottors, and that he Ordained It ſpexi'd 
be free for all the people to Communicate wery dy 
in the year, 40 ſee the vanity of their pretence of be» 
ing autborized by this Arch-Biſhop-, Obſerve, that 
it hath bceu ever allowed for perſons truly vers 
tuous to Communicate every day : But theſe are 
not the perſons they underſtand in the Ordinance 
for being few in number, they could not be ex- 
preſſed by the term of Al the People : So that Af! 
the People, who, the Feſnites lay have permiſſion 
to Communicate every day in the week, are all 
kinds of perſons, aud the common fort of men 
who live in ſuch a manner, that they are not 
worthy to Communicate once in their age, and 
never approach the Altar, but they abuſe the 
facility of their Confeflors,and make themſelves 
guilty of a new crime. H 5 But 
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But let the Feſwites fay' what they pleaſe it 
cannot be denied, but the face of: aftairs is the 
fame it was before they appeared in the world, 
Bo leſs Simony and Uſury, Injuſtice and: laiqui+ 
ty, Impurity and Violence committed now than 
before : Tradeſmen cheat as they were wont, 
Judges take bribes, Souldicrs blaſpheme and 
xob.as much as ever that which the Feſwites 
bave done, is,. that men commit wickedneſs 
withcaſc, without fear or remorſe, they make 
Ka ſport upon. the credit of theſe Fathers, at» 
firming it ceaſic to get pardon, and when they 
have choſen one ot them for their Confcflor , 
they find him: ſo apt to condelſcend, fo tull of 
good words, and of fo plcaling an humour, 
that., as themſelves lay , Sinners expiate their 
crimes with as much chearfwineſs and ardency, at 
they committed them 3. and in a moment become 
Saints worthy to reccive the body of Chriſt as 
eftcn as they pleaſe 3. but the miſchief is, that 
theix ſanctity having coſt little, it is but ſhort 
lived, and their paſſions not mortified, preſent» 
ly. produce the ſame diſorders again: But thele 
Fathers care not though the multitudes of pec- 
ple abont their Altars diſhonour Chriſt in pros 
taning his body, provided they ſerve to pros 
mco'e the Glory of the Socicty. 

we rcad in Scripture, that though the man» 
ers of the Jews were cxtreamly corrupt, they 
(cal not to offer to God abundance of Sacrt 
hes, 
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hces, and were perſwaded to it by the Pricſis, 
who valued not the loſs of mens fouls if they 
could but proht by the multitude ef Oblations 
brought to the Temple : But theſe protane Sa- 
ciifices inſtead of appealing provoked the wrath: 
of God, which makes him complain in the firſt 
Chaptcr of Iſaiah, He was reary of their Offer- 
ings, and deſpiſed their $ acrificer, and that the 
bl.od of Bulls and of Goats c ul4 not expiate the 
fins in which they perſiſted, that the Oblations of 
the carnal people were vain, that he could not away 
with their Ceremonies and Feſt va! Dayes, that be 
bated their Aſemb'ies, and would n+ bearken 10 
' thar prajers rbo bad wickedne(s in their bearts. 

It God thus uſed the Fews who were ſubject 
to the Law of Moſes, what rign ous juſtice may: 
we expectit we honour him only with oxr laps,, 
and inlicad of areal and cordizl Converſion: 
content our ſelves with an imginary aud ſuper- 
ficial. 1 know the Jews Sacrifices were but 
grols ſhadows of the Sazcrifce now in the 
Church; but if our hands and our hearts arc no» 
|-(s defiled than the Jews,we are ſo much more 
worthy condemnation, as the ſandliry of our $4-- 
criice 1s -greatcr than theirs 3 tor God: reſpects:

I know there's nothing ſo Holy as the $zcra* 
ments, and that the Primitive Chriftians derived 
all their ſtrength and their comfort from the 
continual uſe of the Excbariſt 3 but we are not to 
think that we are therefore arrived tv the pers 
feCtion of thoſe Primitive Chriſtians, becauſe we 
wnitate them in this particular 3 but that there 
is nothing will ſooner draw upon us the anger 
of God, than to preſume to feed on the bread of 
Angels , when we deſerve not to gather the 
erums. This makes it appear ſtrange, that 
theſe Fathers fear not to alhrm, That they are 
feldome defetiive in any part of Chriſtian Righteouſ* 
neſ7, who approach to tbe Sacr aments, tbe fountains 
of vertue and ſalvation, that you cannot find any 
publich licentionſneſ7 in a Town where the frequent 
we of theſe miſteries hath been confirmed by a lan+- 
dable cuſtome, becauſe the Awthor of Salvation cart 
have no commerce with vice, ncr the darkneſs of 
Hell find any room in hearts ſo often irradiated 2 
the Erernal Light. *Tis {trange, I ay, that theſe 
Fatbers who pretend to be the Maſters of Fbeos 
lgy ſpeak fo ignoranitly of the moſt Comm 
T-# be; of the Fith, and are fo bling as to take 
the Sacraments for vertues which cannot be abus 
ſed. Is it poſſible that they know not what 
the world is aſſured of, that there is an tahinire 

number 
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number of Priefts, Fryars and Perſons of all forts 
who arc the more wicked the oftner they Com- 
municate, and ſerve themſelves of that which 
is molt Sacred in Religion, to cloke their Abomi- 
nations trom the fight of the world ? Can they 
be ignorant of this, that the reception of Chriſt 
in the Excharift, though he be the true light doth 
only increaſe the blindneſs of thoſe wretches, 
and render them more wicked and corrupt 
who preſume to receive the fountain of purity 
without repenting tor their fins ? And that the 
Devil ceates not to continue maſter of their 
hearts who would ſeem to divide them be+ 
tween God and the Prince of Darkneſs. 

It may be admired, that they are ſo hot and 
intent upon the praiſe of their $:xiery in 1be 
Image of their firft Age, as not to remember what 
they chaunt every day of the Holy Communion 
in their Churches, Mors et malis, vita bonis, wide 
ris ſumptionir quam fit diſpar exitns. "Tis trac, 
Chriſt is Life, but in the Excbarift he is not life 
to ther who were not alive betore, but a fe- 
verc judge of them who being dead in fin, pre- 
ſume to approach the Fountain of Life : So that 
there is great cauſe to bewail that all the refor- 
mation made by the Feſuites in the Church a+ 
mounts only to the commiſſion of an inhnite 
number of ſacrilegious Communions , filling 
their Churches with innumerable multitudes of 
perſons who never part with their Confeſlors 

without 
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without ablolution, what, crimes ſoever they 
are guilty of, and as ſoon as conteſt, are held tit 
tor the Altar. | 
I cannot forbear the relation of a ſtory on 
this occaſion, often told by a Feſuite with very 
great delight : This good tacher acknows 
ledged he had been much hindercd from ads 
mitting to Communion, a perſon ſo Cholerick 
and ſubject to blaſpheme, that he could not ga 
from the place of Confcſhon to the Altar withs 
out falling into the ſame crimes, Jooling, in a 
moment all the fruit of his Confcſlion , and 
wholly indiſpoling himſclt to receive the Exp 
charift : The Father according to the cuſtoms 
of the Society, being more lolicitous to make 
this man Communicate, than to cure him of i 
dangerous a malady, reſolved to coutcls him at 
the toot of the Altar, and to adminiltcr the 
crament to him immediately aftcr ablolutior 
This rare expedient he afterwards mention 
as a moſt xchned invention and quintefcence of 
(piricuality which he had brought into practice 
by the happincls of his conccit without a pre 
lident. | | 
How extravagant ſoever this conduct may 
be, *tis certainly very proper for perſons whe 
ſerve their intereſt, and deſpiſe that of Chrifh

and lics and their cheats. Nor can it be doubted, 


but that the conteſſiouals they multiply fo care- 
fully in their Temples are ſo many lictle mines 
of Silver and. Gold , for as they procure all 
convenicncies tor their penitents, it cannot be 
ſuppoſed they forget themielves. And while 
others who have not the excellent addreſs of 
thele Fathers take great pains by ſerious exami- 
nation to diſpoſe -penitents to a ſincere repen- 
tance, and a newnels of life, theſe good Fathers 
arc (0 deXterous and nunble, that they diſpatch 
ig 2 ſhort time the moli detectable and invetery 
ate ſinners. The. moſt corrupt conſciences 
which appear to others as an 1mpenetrable a» 
byls, never ſtop their Carricre, who Can com 
feſs the Devil bumſelf in leſs than 8 quarter of an 
boa, faith F. Grifel, | 

If you cxamine their other praftices of De- 
ron, you: will find no. lefſe diforder SI 
their 
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their adminiſtration of the Sacraments of Pe- 
nance and the Exebariſt; for proot whereof you 
necd onely conlider their Relations of the' 
pomps and ſhows they fill their Churches 
withall, they make it their Glory to draw the! 
people thither,by erecting machines which may! 
render their induſtry admirable, and ſurprize 
the eycs of ſpectators. But in the mean time 
neglect their cures, and the Churches of other 
benetices they have uſurped, though they for 
get nothing to ſatislic the molt curious 3 their 
Altars arc adorned with the molt exquiſite pis 
ture and delicate ſculptures, nothing appears 
but rich and magnificent, and all animated by 
Conſorts of Mulick that raviſh the ſenſe :- So 
that the houſe of Prayer and Penitence, is cons 
verted into a place of pleaſure and divertife« 
ment; and oftentimes they act their Tragedies 
and Comedics, and paſs teveral dayes in moſt 
profane manner, though it maſt be confeſſed 
they forget not for all that to ſay Myr. The 
world knows how they profane the Chappel of 
the Colledge of Marmonſteir, which they had 
united to their Colledge at Paris. The Rectot 
of the Univerlity was obhged to exhibit an ins 
formation againſt them upon his own view of 
the diſorder, having found in one part of the 
Chappe! a Haberdalhers ſhop, and the reſt full 
of Hey tor the horles of a perſon of quality 
their Pcationer, Since that time'l haves ſeen 

nice 
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men at work there to dreſs upa Theatre, and 
prepare Machines for a Ballad which we muft 
have learnt in the Chappel, or gone all day in 
ſearch of the Dancing Maſter who practiſed 
there only, and was not permitted to come into 
their Colledge for fear of diſturbing their xe- 
pole and troubling their exerciles. 

I know not whether they fnde theſe mcans 
very proper to incline men to prayer, and in- 
ſpire them with compunction for their finns 3 
But to me who have not ſtadicd Divinity im 
their School, nothing appears ſo oppoſite to 
the Spirit of Chriſt, and the inſtructions he 
left us for prayer. For our Divine Maſte+ in the 
ſixth of St. Matthew commands us when we 
would pray, to enter a private place and ſhut to 
the door, that we may be ſeparated from the 
world, and appear only to God 3 which rule 
ought to be obſerved, as far as poſſibly it may 
in publick prayers, as we ſce many Religious 
Communities pray with the ſame fedate and 
compoled tranquility of mind in their Quires 
as they would in their private Chambers and 
Oratories, as being together but one body and 
one ſpirit + They . hoc. ſo together that they 
make but one voice, and and hear not one ano- 


words 
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words are intelligible, that their thoughts may 
be imployed and taken up in attending the 
ſenſe, and filled with the affetions of Dawd 
in the compolure of the Pſalms : Thus the Chars 
xrew and other Orders of Religion retains 
ing their primitive puricy and {implicity of 
ſpirit, have nothing in their Churches to 
{catter and diſlipate their thoughts and me- 
ditations, nothing to rariſþ their ey:s and. their 
eares , and to diaw away their hearts from 
minding their devotions, to gaze on tine lights, 
and wander in vanitics. The like may be obs 
{erved in ſuch of our. Cathedrals, wherein aG+ 
cording, to the ancient {imphcity, as there is no» 
thing wanting that may be peccflary for the des 
cent performance of the external worlhip of 
God, {o we find not there ſach numbers ot 6 
perfluous Ornaments that ſerve. only to amule 
groſſic and carnal ſpirits and cartbly diſpokiti 
ons. 

Such {umplicity and modeſty plcalc uot the 
Feſwites, they muſt have ſomething to quicken 
the (caſcs 3 and whereas Chriſt Commands 
to offer our Prayers in the moſt private retires 
ments ot our houſcs, & trom the bottom ot ous 
hcarts to preveut the diitraCtions of our liraying 
and wanton ſenſes ; theſe Fathers invite us to 
enter their Churches, to (ce and hear thing to 
raviſh our eyes and tickle our ears,but to _ 
our hearts of all attcCtions of devotion, 4 

render 
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render us incapable to pray with Reverence 
and Attention. 

In the mean time they glory in their ſhame, 
and triumph jn that which ought to be their 
sonfuſionz they rejoyce in theſe practiſcs for 
which they ſhould mourn, and fue by ex- 
perience that men are ſo wretched, that there's 
nothing ſo ridiculous, nothing fo contempti- 
ble but may ſerve to flatter the vanity of their 
humouss, and raiſe up in their tancies mouns 
tains of pride. | 

Had. we leiſure to examine that-intire Vo- 
lume compolcd by Alegambe, of the names of 
their Authors, ut would be a freſh inſtance of 
their vanity and pride. Can any thing be more 
ridiculous than to amaſs an infinite number of 
names of pitifull Books, and more pitifull Aus 
thors, to make the, world believe their Society 
5 full of extraordinary men? What Glory was 
it tor the company to have produced thoſe in» 
numerable Cafuiſts, who have corrupted all 
Chriſtian Morality, and turned tophe tuxvy the 
Maxims of the Goſpel. as Sum ics, Tambowrin, 
E/cobar, Caftro 'Palas, Brnny, Guimeniae, Ce ? 
What glory to have produced: Divins who 
have extolled themſelves above the Fathess, 
and their Authority, to bring their own prov 
tane and ridiculous Novelties in Credit, as Mo+ 
tint, Poza, Garaſſe, &c. have done, 

Is it not a, ſhame, that they have permitted 

thoſe 
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thoſe ſcofſing Companions , thoſe ill-made 
Spirits of their Fathers, Binet, Monk, and Bare 
ry, to write Books (© intirely ridiculous? 

Are they not ſtruck with prodigious, and 
irrecoverable blindneſs, to boaſt of thole works 
they have compoſed againſt the ſacred periods 
of Kings and of Biſhops, and to own thoſe 
miſchievous Books, which were publiſhed uns 
der feigned names, and deſerved cenſure” as 
foon as they came forth, as thoſe of Soribanimt 
Smitb, and Mariana ? 

Lattly, What reaſon have- they to infert in 
the Catalogue of their Works thoſe books they 
have ſtollea from others, whereot their Fas 
ther Abbot and others have been often cons 
victed ? But though this bz common -among 
theſe good Fathers, and every days praQties 
I will content my ſelf at preſent with one'ex* 
ample, by which it will appear, they ſpare net 
their beſt friends, but are evcy ready to do them 
ary injury which may afford them the lealt 
hope of Glory, 

'Tis notorious to the world, that in the'pros 
cels they maintained againſt the Univerſity ot 
Paris, M. De Mmthelsn, whole name 15 famous 
in the Parliamient of Pars , detended their 
Cauſe againſt M. De la Mirtiliere and that this 
later having publiſhed his Argument in Priat, 
M. De Monthel:x publiſhed his alſo. There's no 


man but thinks it the misfortune, ſo goo® an 
Advo* 
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Advocate to have undertaken ſo bad a Cauſe; 
but the misfortune was greater to have Chents 
ſo ingrate as the Feſates proved to him. For 
is it not tirange , theſe Fathers. ſhould envy 
their Advocate the glory of baving defended 
them, and attribute the Argument he publiſh- 
ed, to their F. Cotton ? and ſhould have the 
boldneG to do it in the lite-vime of Me de Mon» 
thelon ,, theix Advocates Nephew , who can, 
when he pleaſes, convince them of falſhood, 
by producing the Origina! of the Printed Argu- 
oicut, all of hisdeceafed Unkles hand-writing ; 
That I may not be thought te impoſe on theſe 
Fathers, hear the very words of Alegambe the 
7eſuite , in his Bibliotheque of the Writers of 
their Society, peg» 379+ col. 2. Where ſpeaking 
of F. Cotton, he faith, Edidit Apologiam pro So- 
cetate contra Martelerum fub nomine Montolouti. 
He publiſhed an Apology for the . Society, 
againſt Martelier, under the name of Momtbe- 
lon : Certainly the' Phariſees of the Old Law 
never did the like, nor were guilty cf a vanity 
lo malignant and Ridiculous. __ 
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Artifices and Vdlences of the Jefuites of Almaign 
ts take from Religious Orders ſeveral conft- 
derable Abbyes and Priories.

He three Priories Conventuals of St. Vi

of Baſil. "The firſt ſands in the Town of Raf- 
fach, parcel of the temporalties ot the Biſhop 
of Strarbowry : the ſecond in the Village of 
Veldbach, and the third neer the town ot Alt- 
kirk in the Countrey, reunited to Frexce by the 
Treaty of the peace of Alemaigne. The firit 
depends on the Abby of Cheſy, and- the twb 
laſt on that of Cluny, the full right of collating 
being in the Abbots, and preicerved without 
interruption , and the Priorycs alwayes pol 
{cſ]ed by BenediQiner of the Nation of France. 

The Priory of St. Valemtine was founded 
about the eleventh Century, by two Monks 
of the Abby of Chef, 'in the' Dioceſe” of 
Soiſſons, affiſted by the Offerings aud Libera- 
litics of the people, upon the occaſion of the 
Great Miracles wrought by the Martyr Biſhop 
ot Soifſons, when thoſe Monks in their xgeturn 
trom Pilgrimage to 'Rome (arrived at Riff ach, 
enriched with” his 'Rdliques by'the Gift of the 
Abbot 6f St. Potemtience 'of the fame Order in 
the City of Rime, ſo that iti'a ſhort timethey 
built chat Priory which coritinued alwayes in 
the poſſceflion of the Monks and Abbot of Cheſy, 
though the Feſwites have not omitted any arti- 
hce trom the beginning ot their inſtitution, to 
make themſelves maſters thereof, contrary to 
the Bulls of the Popes, Lucius and Alexander 
3%, who excommunicated all thoſe that ſhould 

artcmpe 
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attempt any thing concerning the ſaid Priory, 
in prejudice to the rights of the ſaid Abbot and 
Monks: For after the year 1578. they procu» 
red and obtained from time to time Bulls upon

Cluny have ever been, 
ſabje& aud keen rs for their, temporal 
to the Archdukes Chamber tr. of Fuftice. of 
fieim, belonging tothe houſe of {ujtria, 
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this of St. Valentine be ſituate in the Territo- 
ries of the Biſhop of Strarbowrg; and that by 
the Treaty of Munfter, in 1645. all the rights 
of the Houſe of ' Auſtria , in the higher and 
lower Aſatia were granted in Soveraignty to

That it may the better appear, what artiſt 
ces the ſaid” Fathers mnake uſe of, for want of

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right, to uſurp the ſaid Prioriesz obſerve that 
in 1578. Fobn Sancey being Prior of that of 
St. Valentin, they obtained trom Pope Gregory, 
' xiii, by the procurement and Authority of 
Fobn Biſhop of Strasbowrg, a Bull of Union of 
the ſaid Priory, for founding a Colledge inthe 
Town of Molſheim, and that they ſhould en- 


joy it upon the firſt vacancy upon” the falſe, 
ſuggeſtion that it was a Priory only without” 


a Convent, without declaring that it depens; 
ded on France, and the Abby of Cheſy, with» 
out an information $xper commodo &* incom= 
modo, of the convenience and inconvenience, 
which according to Cuſtome ought regularly 
to have been hrlt exhibited, without the con» 
ſent of the Prior or his Convent, the Abbot of 
Cheſy , the Biſhop of the Dioceſe , or of the 
King. though all intercfled partyes. 

ele Feſuites being otherwiſe ſufficiently 
founded at Molſhcim, not knowing how to: 
betake themſelves to execute their Bull, ſo full 
of nullities, and void Clauſes, left it dormant 
without the leaſt mention 31 years, in which 
time two vacancies incurred, by the deceale of 
Saxcey in 1589. and of Adrian Verd.t his Suc- 
ceſſor in 1598. which they let paſs without 
ſtirring at all, or giving the leaſt notice or 


hiat of their pretenſions. So that the (aid Bull- 


by this means lay ſuperannuate and uſcleſs. 
At laſt in 160g. they pitched on an expe 


dicnt, 
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dient, very diſagrecable to the Charity of 
Chriſtians, which was, to charge with Cnmes 
and infamous Calumnies Nichols Terreftre, 
Succeſſor to Adrian, that they might deprive 
him of his Benetice, and make uſe of this third 
vacancy for Entry. They managed this buſi- 
nels ſo dexteroully, that by falſe reports ſpread 
againſt Terraftre, the Matter was brought to 
that pals as to oblige the Officers of the Arch- 
dukes Chamber of Ex{.ſhrim, to write about it,

This Bult'was not more null and abuſive than 
the execution wrongfull and injurious, for the 
Teſuies concealing, trom, the, Arch-Duke their 
principal defign to, get the ſaid Priory out of the 
hands of the Prior,tobe applyed to another Col- 
ledge of theirs newly erected in a Prixry of the 
ſame Order, called St, F aitbes of ten thouland 
Livers retit in the Town of Stleftas, and be- 
ſicging him daily with conſtant importunicies 
perſwaded him at laſt to moleſt poor Verdotas a 
criminal. A French man by birth, and conſe- 
quently a ftranger in that Countrey, to force 
him to refign and quit the ſaid Priory for a Pent- 
ſion, with thyeats, if he difputed it, to fake it 
abſolutely from him without any allowance to 
be made him : But. Verdot unwilling to be a

But the Arch-Duke took the advantage by | 


this occaſion to ſeize the Priory without any 
proceſs upon pretence of beſtowing it on the 
tcigned Seminary, and after endeavoured to ob- 


cain a ſentence by the Authority of the Nun {| 


of Lucerne againſt the ſaid Verdot z but the Nam 
cio having cauſed an information to be drawn 
up againſt Verdot for thoſe crimes invented by 
the Jeſwites, could not find any ground for ſeri» 
tence of condemnation againſt him z ſo that he 
continued tal titulary Prior, though outed un» 
juſtly. 

His Adverfaries afterwards acknowledged 
him the Legal Prior (and not an ufurper as the 
Feſwites had injuriouſly calumniared in the lets 
rers-patents A obtained in 163%.) 
the Arch-Duke ordering them to pay him an an» 
nual penfion of one hundred and fixty Floring, 
which amount to about three hundred Levrez, 
though he refuſed to accept it as a thing that 
might be prejudicial to his right, and involye 
him alſo im the guilt of Simony. 
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The Feſwites (eciug the affair pretty well dif- 
poſed in order to the attaining of their deſign by

ply its defe&ts, and to make ture their title by a 
new Bull in 1648, fcrting forth in their petutr» 
on to the Pope, that the Rector of their Chyme- 
rical Seminary trcely yielded his conſent to this 
donation or endowment, whercupon they ob- 
tained the Byl under the conditions and refer- 
vation following z Dammodo tempore date pre 
ſentium now ſit in es alicxi jus ſpeciuliter queſitum : 
i. e, Frovided that at the time of the date of 
theſe preſents, no purfon have any right there- 
to eſpecially purchaſed, as Verd-t had ever tince 
1619 3 2nd that only with this reſervation an- 
nexed, fi twnc, vel cxm primum v:carerit per ce[> 
ſum vel per deerſſum,, i.e. in cale it be then vacant, 
or as ſoon as the ſame ſhall be void by Cellion os

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by deceaſe, without any mention of the pre 
tended donation from the Arch-Duke. 

And though this Bull was abſolutely void by 
zeaſon of the falſe fuggeſtions on which it was 
obtained yet by colour hereof the Feſwites halti- 
ty took Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Priory without any 
formality of law, eiglitcen years before the va- 
cancy incurred by the death of Verdot in 1636. 
Theſe arc the artifices, ſuch are the titles the 
Teſmites make uſe of to rob France, the Order of 
St. Benediti, and the Abby of Chrfy of the Priory 


of St. Valentin : But *tis no wonder the Jeſwites- 


have furprized the Holy See by theſe tricks, 
which are ordinary with them, fince they have 
endeavoured after that to circumvent the Em» 
perour in a buſineſs of like nature, but far greater 
1mportance, as will appear by the ſtory. 


A notable fillion and impoſture of the Jeſwiter, to 
take from the Order of the Ciſteaux Munks, the 
Abby called Aula Regia. 


During the laft wars of Germany about 1644+ 
the 7eſnites of the Colledge of Prague remonſtra- 
ted to his Imperial Majeſty, that they wanted a 
houſe of Recreation to refreſh their ſpirits m 
their vacations from publick imploymentsz and 
that there was a little Abby called Arla Regia 
belonging to the Order of the Ciſteaux about a 
league from the City very conyenicnt for that 
ur- 
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purpoſe, . poſſeſſed by fix Monks only, and they 
very i11 fivers, difſolute, 4nd ſcandalous, neg- 
Icing Divirie Service, and minding nothing 
but their divertiſement in hunting, and other 
paſtimes : Whereupon the Emperous was fo 
tar pcrſwaded, that it laſt he deputed a Com- 
miſiary to put then into poſſeſſion of the ſaid 
Abby without requiring any further infokma- 
tiou. But the Commillary being arrived upon 
the plate was not 4 little aſtoniſhed to. hnd 
there a good Abbot with thyeeſcore and one 
profelt Monks, and thirteen Noviccs newly w- 
tiated anSentred in the Abby, living regularly 
and coz. ſignt at Divine Scryiee , at which, | 
was preſent, as allo at te Cohmen Table of 
their RefeQory, though, the two Fe/mites lent 
wich him to take the poſſeſſion would have per- 
ſwadtd him, that they were but Countrey men 
in Monks habit, and [tragling perſons Bot | 
the Abbot had ſeat for, after he had an inkl;

The Priory of St. James foundedin 1 144+ at' 
the Village of Veldbach by Frederick Count Fer» 
yrette for the Order of St. Benedi, under the in» 
ftitution of the Congregation of Cluny which' 
flouriſhed then , hath becn alwayes poſſeſſed: 
without interruption, and now is pofleſſed by 
the reformed Fryars of the faid Order, the cols 


htion and proviſtan referved by cxprets terms” 


to the Abbor-Generat of the Order of Cluny * 
The laſt Prior John Nic Jin decealed in 1637 
fucceeded in 1602. Clindixs Dortz, Biſhop of 
Ea*zane, who had been poſſeſſed of the faid 
Priory ever fince 1567. But Nicotin by dilpenſas 
tion 11 that behalf kept his reſidence in another 
Privry he had in Burg 2ue, having Leaſed that of 
It, Fames to the Abbox, and Conyent of Latells: 
of the Order of the Ciſteabex, ' neer the faid Pris 
ory of St, Fumes, for the texm. of his lite fron! 
$628. on the fame conditions he had gratited 

«them for years in 1621. particularly thar they; 
ſhould maintain the Fryars to celebrate Divine 
S$crviceaccording to the obligation of the tours! 
dation and their profeſſiva , ard' ſhould yay 
yearly to the faid Privy fit hundred Fhrins, and 
Cveral other refcrvatious ſpecified in an inftru- 
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ment apart from the. Grant; Whercupon the 
Reeords and Evidences of the Priory.the Church 
Ornaments, Plate, and other mpveables of the 
houſe were conligned by inventory into the 
hands of the ſaid Abbot and Convent who ac- 
quitted themſtlves of their Charge with great 
latistaction to all, and perfoxmed their Cou- 
ditions to the edifying of the Church. The Fe+ 
ſuites were eſtabliſhed at Enſheim litteen or lix+ 
teen years fince by Arcb-Duke Leqpeld, who had 
2ſſizncd them for their foundation three thous 
(and Florins Annual Rent to be paid out of the 
Receipt of his Archiducel Chamber , over and 
above the Salaries of the ancient regents ſecu- 
lar, upon condition that they ſhould maintain 
in their Colledge twenty two.

Having faſten'd a hook in the jaws of the 
Prior, that he could not hinder them from cn> 
joying the beneht of the aſſignment, the, Re> 
or tuxns out all the Fryars of the Priery, the 
Prior not dating to refitt oz contradidt hum, ſg 
that the Priory ſtood abandoned, and the Diving 
Service (uppreſt, as generally it is in all the Be 
ncfices wherein the Feline are inſtalled. 

Purſuant to this they wrought the Arch-, 
ſo tit for their deligns, that he was perſwad 
tor colouring their ulurpation to write to, Rowe 
to obtain am Union for them, not only-vf; the 
Priory of St. Fames, but of the Abby of FORE 
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the Priories of Froidefontaine and St. Nicolas of 
the ſame Order, and the Commandery of $t 
Amtheny of Iſenheim without the -conſent or 
knowledge of the parties concerned, the Titt 
lars or Collators of the ſaid Benefices, and 
without ſhewing the eftate or nature thereok, 
which they ought to have done before the pab 
ſing of the Grant : In the mean time they ex 
tertain the good Prior Nic-lin, with Letters 
complement and counterteit amity which m: 
be produced. The bettcr ts induce the 
Duke to interpole and proſecute the buſinelsin 
their behalf, they propoſe an agreement fore 
what extraordinary, That cvery of the {aid 
Benefices being reſpefively worth between 
two and three thonſand Florins ſhould yie 
the Arch-Duhe frve hundred Florins apiece, 
deduction of ſo much of the three thouſand 
Florin: aſſigned them for their foundation, This 
was cafily agreed to by the Arch-Dwke (though 
he had no power to do it) and decreed the) 
fhoutd cryoy them m Commendam during, the 
dependance of the matter of the Naton with 
charge to fatishe the obligations of the touts 
dations, which was impoſhble tor them by res 
ſon ofthe inconfiftence and repugnancy ot theit 
mſtitution and Rulcs with thoſe of the f 
tions: By this means the Dirixe St vice a 
communities ot tive good Monaſteries were fups 
prifked io found a Colledge almoſt uſclels, 38 
being 
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bcing environed on all fides with other Col- 
ledges more confiderable, at Potentrut, Frib. urg, 
Seleſtat, Molſheim and Hagnenas ſo that they 
have in the ſaid Colledge but forty or fifty 
Schollars in fix Claſſes under three Regents. 

But this deſign was not approved of by the 
Holy See, which refuſed the union, as appears 
by another letter of the Arch-Duke of Inſprach, 
written to Rome Decembs 9- 1651+ on the ſame 
ſubject, and to as little purpole as the former z 
nevertheleſs. theſe good ſub-farmers, who fan- 
cicd that the Arebh-Dwkes Authority would ne- 
ver fail them, and that the Scripture meant 
them , where *tis ſaid to the Feſwites, Every 
place you ſet your foot on ſhall be jours, dilpoſed of 
the Priory as their own. 

In the mean time the Abbot of Cluny adver- 
tiſcd of the death of Nicolzn, beſtowed the Prir- 
ry of St. Famer on a Fryar called Gui'l s, who 
having taken poſſeſſion by Atturney; deligued 
to go 111 perſon to eſtabliſh good Orders there, 
but both he and they who afliſted in taking the 
poſſeiſion-were fo frighted by the threats of the 
7:ſaites, and all the Peaſants of the village fo 
deeply fined by the Sir Derlach at their inftiga- 
tion for having ſuffered an entry to be made, 
that the Prior menaced with impriſonment 
durit not go further, but returned into France 5 
So the Jeſuites continued as farmers to nlurp 
the mean profits, jn hopes the Arch-Duke reco-

it was his defire to compole a piece worthy 
the ſubje, and for tht purpole to retyre in- 
to ſome pleaſant place, where he might have 
good Aire and refreſhinent, and named a fair 
Abby of the Order of St. Benedid, cxccllently 
ſcated, as a place fit for his deſigns. Which 
the Emperour approving, of, geve him Letters 
of recommendation to the Abbot, who made 
him all the welcome and good entertainment 
imaginable while he ſojotrned there. The 
Feſnite was ſo taken with the pleaſantneſs of 
the place, that he was enamoured of it, and 
reſolved to begg itof the Emperour : Tocom- 
paſs this deſign, he made it his bufinefs, not 
only to watch narrowly, and accurately ob+ 
ſerve but amplife the ſmalleſt defeQts and im- 
pcrfetions of the Fryars, and having finiſhed 
his double work, took his leave with all the 
marks of greateſt ſatisfa&tion from the Abbot 
and Fryars, who believed their Gueſt woutd 
ſerve thern for the future as a powerfull Advo- 
cate with the Emperour upon occation : The 
Feſwmite Arrived at-Court, and having preſent- 
od his Majeſty the Book he had compoſed of 
the life of Ferdinand the 24, told him with 
unparallel'd ingratitude,that he had been much 
deccived jin the choyce he had made of che 
place to write in, for whereas he thought 1a 
Houſe 
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Houſe of Religion , he found it a Houſe « 
ſcandal and debauchery, and had ſeen exams 
ples of a moſt diſſolute lite amongſt men pro» 
fling Religion, but having nothing of it but 
the habit. That his Majeity was obliged i 
Conſcience to remedy it ſpecdily. The good 
Emperour an(wering, that diſorders” mult be 
reformed : The Feſuite replycd, that theſe dis 
orders were arrived at ſuch exccf6, that he law 
no other remedy but a total expaliion of thole 
debauched Monks; and that if his MajeltyR** 
pleaſcd to give the Society the management 
of it, ſuch good Order ſhould be taken that the 
Change would quickly appear. The Empe: 
rour taking this tor a ft means to gratihe and 
reward the work of this Author, granted his 

requeſt: And it was reſolved in Councel that 
all thoſe Monks and their Abbot ſhould avoid} 
the place within eight dayes, and leave it tfth 
Feſwites. | 
Another Abbot of the Order who by good 
Fortune was by the Councel immediately dif 
patched an expre{s to the poor Abbot, to ads 
vertile him of the Reſolution taken againſt him 

The affair being communicated in che Cha 
ter (as uſual) it-was concluded that the AbbotF"® 
accompanyed with one of the ableſt of his" 
Monks ſhould go to Court, to ſeck a mn 
for this misfortune, and to prevent their total 
ruine.

Abby they had recourſe to the Holy See, and ſur- 
prized the Pope, informing him moſt fally,that 
the Church of the (aid Abby, which1s renown 
ed for miracles and multitudes of Pilgrims, re 
ſorting thither from all parts to pay their vows 
to the Bleſſed Virgin was very ill ſerved, the Pit 
grims 111 1uſtructed, and little (atished, and that 
it would be very expedient to ſertte there ſome 
perſons capable to exerciſe this Holy Miniftry, 
being, almoſt incompatible with a monaſtick 
prot-ſſion; and offering to ſacrifice their per- 
{0:15 to that Labour if his Holineſs thought fit 
to imploy them. The Pope who diſcerned not

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capable and appointed to aſſiſt and caſe the Fry- 
ars of his Order in that Holy Exerciſe, with Or= 
der tocntertain them inall things according to 
their prot. (lion. 

Though the Abbot received amd made them 
welcome, yct he miltruſted them, and a 
prehended the danger he {aw himſelt ſuddenly 
and unexpectedly tallen into : This made him 
Aſſemble from all the neighbouring places ſuch 
perſons both Religious and Secular, whom he 
accounted molt Judicious, To conſult with them 
how 11 ſecure himſef againſt theſe dangerons ſpies 
The Reſolution was, That an ample information 
ſhou'd be drawn wy in good form of the ſtate of ihe 
Abby, the imployment of the Monks, and Celebra- 
gion of Divine Service, and that it ſhould be ſent te

The Redbor of the Feſnites of Fribourg reſolv- 
ed to retain it poſſible the ſaid Py ory of St. Mp 
rand, bethought himſelf beforchand of means 
molt unworthy a man of Religion, and a Chri 
ftian, 
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ftizn, t6 ſecure what he had unjuſtly obtained : 
To this R_ he was fully determined at 
what price loever to gain the Auditor-Genersl 
being a at Br/iſach, to their fide, 
and to corrupt him by bribery trom doing Ju- 
ſtice to the adverſe party, engaging him to his 
power to favour the uſurpation ot the Jeſwites, 
never nuinding the ſcandal would be given this 
hcretick , (being, one ot the ſubtleit amongſt 
them) and to othcr men of Relicion when it 
ſhould appear, that a Redior of the Fiſniter who 
would be thought the flower and cream of 
Chriſtianity was guilty of an iniquity ſo h1:nous, 
as to endeavour by preſcnts to ſhake the con- 
ſtancy of a Fudge, and {way hin from his duty 
who ought to be inflexible : But the Reddor who 
valued not ſuch conſiderations, made the Fudge 
a preſent of a Chriftal Veſſel to oblige him to 
maintain them in their uſurpation of St. Mp- 
rand : This is clear by a letter in Latine , the 
Original whereof was ſhortly after found in the 
{aid Monaſtery, hgned by the Feſuite Gebbhardus 
Denzinger, and addreficd to F. Gaſpard Sebhiez, 
Rector of the So-iety of Jeſus at St. Mirand, 
dated July 27. 1651. containing among others 
thcſe expreſs terms,as may appear by the whole 
letter intixely recited in the ſaid memorial of 
Paul William, Viz. Hort & hbodie rationes con- 
geſt, eaſque cras Dev 10'ente Briſacum ipſe feram. 
E: ut D. Aud, torem nobis faventem efficiam cry- 

K 3 ftallinens 
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Rtallinum mecum feram poenlum decem dutatorum, 
aff abre hic elaboratum, ad eundem nobis devincien= 
dum, i. e. Yeſterday and this day I have collect» 
ed reaſons, (tor the ſtrengthning of our Caule) 
which God willing to morrow I will carry to 
Briſach; and that we may have the Auditor our 
triend and oblige him tous, I ſhall preſent hima 
veſlel of Chrytal of ten Ducates value, and cur 
noufly wrought. 

In a word, this Lutheran Auditor to the ut- 
molt of his Power,favoured the Feſwites in their 
ulurpation 3 but the Kings Orders, and the Jus 
ſtice of the Benediftins Caule prevailed and ob» 
liged the Governour to perter the interefles of 
the Crown of France to the pretenſions of the 
Teſnites, and not permit the alienation of Mo- 


na(terics to the profit of ſtrangers3 lo that they 


were lorc'd to reſtore them to the anticnt and 
legal poſleffors. 


Complaints grounded on lies 3 corrupting of witneſs

The Fathers were no ſooner outed, but they 
repcntcd their quitting their prey lo cafily, they 
made a great buſtle,aud ſpread their complaints 
every were, that they were expclled the " 
of St. 7 ames, and St. Morand by violence, a 


force ot armes z they conveyed thele complaints 
to the cars of the Emperour,and the AT 
a 
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and by their Pens to Cardinal Colonya Pro» 
tctor at Rome of the nation of A/maigne, hav* 
ing a fit opportunity to ſend the letters by their 
Provincial Fy. Schorrer who was deputed to af(- 
fiſt at the Ele&tion of their new General. At 
the ſame time they held an Aﬀembly of ſeveral 
Rectors with their Secular Council at the vil- 
lage of Hirſingen, a league from St. Fame, and 
St. Morands,and having invited the Dean of the 
place to dinner, they preſented him for the firſt 
courſe an Ae to lign, dreiſed after their man- 
ner, to teftifie that they had been expelled the 
laid Priory of St. Mb; md \njurioufly and by 
violence : But the Dean being a man of ho= 
nour, and rcfolute, anſwered, He comld not te» 
Rifie a matter whereof he hal no knowledge , and. 
that the report was on the contrary, that they had 
defired the Soldiers to come, and made them driah, 
deep to have ſome colour of ſaying, That the Soul- 
diers bad forced them away , though 1» violence 
hal been uſed. Whercupon the Aſſembly re- 
loived to make their addrels to the Apoſtolical 
Nancio at Lacerne, to detire him to inform him- 
{-1t of the pretended violences, fancying that 
upon the rumours they had ſpread they ſhould 
11:4 perſons enough to depole the fact they al 
iedged,and that in the mean time their F.Grand- 
m 11t ReQtor of Fribourg in Swizzerland ſhould 
carry their complaints to the Court of France- 
The information taken by the new Nwncio dif- 
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covercd rothing more than the hRions, the ar« 
tincez and malignity of the Feſuites : But the 
voyage of F. Grandmont to Paris took effect, tor 
having by the mediation of F. P aw/in then con- 
{:iſor to the King, reprelented to his Majelty 
all the fallities ot advantage to their Caule, as 
that the Feſwites were expelled the faid Priories 
unjultly and by torce, contrary to the tenour of 
the Treaty ot Peace, and in prejudice of the 
Canonical Union of the faid Priories to their 
Colledges , they obtained Orders by ſurprize 
for their re-eſtabliſhmene without hearing the 
other ſide, in conhdence to have them executed 
blindtold, and that it they were once eſtabliſh- 
ed by the Authority of the King no man durſt 
mo!eſt them tor thele two Privries, or that of St, 
Valentin, to which they would with equal bold+ 
ncls and falihood aver, that they had been re+ 
{iored in purſuance and execution of the Treaty 


of Peace. 


The Jcluites rer-urſe 29 the Pope, and Ejtates of 
the Empure to jurprize them. 


As ſoon as F. Grandmont had the Kings Let- 
ters, one for M. de la Barde Ambaſladour in 
Swizzerlaud, and the other for M. de Cbarle- 
v14s Commander at Briſuch, he ſent to F. Sebor» 
rer the Provincial to ſuperſede his demands 
from the Emperour, and Arch-Dake to the Pope, 

tor

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for that he had obtained letters from the King 
for their re-eſtabliſhment in the Friorierin que- 
{tion : This appears by Cardinal Colonnas Au- 
iwer of the 5th March 1652. to the Letters of 
the Emperour and the Arch-Duke : But the Fa- 
ther, though he thought the Orders would be 
exccuted without taking any cognizance of the 
Caule was deceived in his account tor neither 
the Governous nor the Ambaſladour judged it 
in their power to obcy them tor many reaſons 
both of State and of Law 3 declaring trankly to 
the Fejwites that they were willing to (crve 
them 3 and that the Leticrs were very good, 
but their Cauſe worth nothing, 

This obliged the three Rectors to reaffume 
thcir hirit courſe, and coutinue their purſine in 
the Court ot Kome by the tavour of the Empe=- 
rour, to procure trom the Pipe a confirmation 
ot the Union of thele three benehices artihcially 
tuggeited 1n all theis addreſſes ; But the fuccets 
here proved worle than in France :'For the Pope 
judiczoully rctulcd it, telling them, that ut they 
had ſuch an Union as they pretended, they need- 
ed no confirmation, and to grant one were to 
dcrogate trom the Authority ot the Holy See, 

To omit nothing that artihcc or ambition 
could tuggeſt, they had recourſe at lalt to the 
linperial Dict at K a/25homne, where they made a 
grcat noe, complaining loud'y, but talily, that 
they were outed of the Privies of St. Mornd, 
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and St. Famer againſt Right, and were trou- 
bled and diſturbed in their poſſcſhon of St. Va- 
tentines in prejudice of the Treaty of Peace, and 
the Canonical Union obtained from the Holy 
See. Endcavouring thus' to engage the States 
of the Empire to re-cſtabliſh them, or to break 
with France. But M. de Vantorce his Chriſtian 
Majeſties Ambaſſador in that Aſſembly, being 
well informed of the Truth, and ot the Juſtice 
of the Benediftines Caule, inſeparable from that 
ot the Abbies of C/xny and Cheſy, and the inter- 
cles of France,rendred theſe new attempts of the 
Feſtites ineffectual and vain. 


Their recourſe to Heretical Officers of War and of 


Fuſtice \, their Calumnies and recommendations 


to promote their injuſtice, 


They were not daunted for all this , bat 
though their Cauſe was ſo unjuſt, that they fail 
cd of their hopes in Germany, and in Truly, from 
the Empcrour, the Apoltolical Nxncio, and the 
Arch-Ds\e of Inſpruch, they reſolved to try the 
French King once more, and follicited new Or+ 
ders from him on the ſame ſuppolitions they 
had procured the former : and becauſe they 
covld not incline the Sicurs De la Bard, and de 
Charlevois to tavour their injuſtice, they labour» 
ed with all their might to have theſe ſecond Or- 
ders diſpatched ar direted to Major General 

Roſe 
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Roſe their particular friend, though an Here- 
tick, judging him proper tor the execution they 
needed, having diſpoled him before by the 
great treats they had made him in their Col- 
ledge of Enfſhiim, where they had lodged and 
entertained him withall Almaign Civilicies in 
the beginning of the year 1652. the L rraie 
Troops being then in their winter quarters in 
Aſaiia ; But they could never obtain at Puri 
the Orders they delired 3 this made them play 
other pranks to compals therr defrgns. 

They ſlandered F. Paul William the BeneJi- 
fine tor defending hunſelt againſt their wojulſt 
ulurpations as a villain, a chcat and notorious 
impottor : Thelc ars the very terms in the La- 
tine Letter from the Rector of Fribourg to the 
Warden of the Capmcines of Briſach dated Fuly 
25. 1652. and inlcrted at large in the memo- 
rial abovementioned , By the tame letter it ap- 
pears, that they procured from feveral perions 
of Qualicy their triends at Paris Letters of Re- 
commendation to Madam the Counteſs of H2r- 
e7, to M. the Count of Serny, and to the Ba- 
ron de Mele at Brifach to dehire their tavour tor 
the Jeſnites : But their Cauſe was generally 
judged fo bad upon the place, that no perion 
would be perfwadcd to undertake their deicnce 
except the Andirry General, who nat able to 
maintain them in poſſethon oi the P tories of St. 
7 ames and St.Myanad.granted them a ſequeltra- 
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ton in Auguſt 1652. without taking any cog= 
nizance of the Cauſe, witheut hearing or ſum» 
moning the defendants, to the prejudice of the 
Switors, and againſt the prohibinons of the Pri» 
vy Council, who bad retaincd to themſelves the 
whole cognizance of this affair. 


Their Rapine and Dilapidation of Beneficer. 


' By the favour of this Judge, and ſeveral ar- 
tifices, the Teſwites turned the;deaf car to the 
trequent demands made for reſtitution of the 
Dreds, Evidences, Reliques, Plate and Orna- 
ments they had carried away from the faid 
Priories , though obliged to reftorc them not 
only in Conſcience, but by an expreſs Article of 
the treaty of Peace pag. $2. importing, That 
all Records and Writings whatſoever , and other 


wureables found in the ſaid place at the the time of 


the piſſeſſion taken, ſhe'd bereſtored 3 lo that their 
refuſal obliged the Benedidines to commence 
new Suits, and obtain judgements againlt them 
tor recovery of their goods. 

That which is moſt lamentable, is, that while 
they were in poſſeſſion of the three Priories of 
St. Famer, St. Morand, and St. Valentin - 
kf nothing intire but what reſpe&t hinder 
them to demoliſh, or intereſt obliged them to 
preſerve. And they who fo often pretcnd (to 
the injury of others) that the Divine fo_—_ 
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ill managed or neglected, and objec againſt 
theep great imperfections and diſorders in their 
manners, as grounds for their ufurpation, and 
account them Canonical Titles for intruding 
into the Rights of other men ought to have 
been confounded for theſe real enormities, 
which though committed by them , they have 
the impudence to own in the face of the world 
to the ſcandal of Chriſtianity, 

You have heard before, that upon their en- 
tring St. Morand they demoliſhed the Cloyſter, 
and cauſed the materials to be conveyed to St. 
Ulrich. 

At St. Valentines, every one knows that they 
changed into a bey-houle and ſtable for the 
Arch-Dukes horſes, a fair and large Hoſpital 
magnihcently built, and with extraordinary 
charge by D. Fobn $ ancey the Bene dittine Prior at 
the gate of the Monaltery for receiving and 
lodging poor Pilgrims and that they diffipated 
and imbezelled the Reliques, and a quantity of 
Plate and Ornaments which the Pri-rs had pro» 
vided by their frugality. 

But the Priory of St. Famer of Veldbach, 
though let thera in good condition, and at a 
great undervalue in the Rent,fared worſt of all, 
and was uſed with leaſt reſpect as ſituate in a 
village where they held themſelves at liberty ts 
at thoſe abuſcs which in Cities and great 
Towns they durſt not attempt,for they not only 

permitted 
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permitted the Dormitory of the Fryars adjoyn« 
ing to the Church, and the Founders Chappel, 
belide the High Altar, to decay and xun to 
ruine, but pulled down the Steeple, and threw 
great picces of timber on the Founders Tombs, 
which were in the middle of the Quire, and 
by this Barbariſme broke all to pieces : Thus 
they demoliſhed part, and ſpoyled the reſidue 
of this poor Church, - that there was not left 
one ornament for ſaying Maſs, of twelve they 
found there, which they carryecd into Swizzer 
land, with all the Plate of the Priory : And *tis 
probable they had not ſpared the reſt of the 
Church from utter deſtruction, but that it was 
Parochiall, which notwithſtanding they lcft in 
extreme diſorder. 


Of the Priory of Maizere, of be Order of St. Be- 
ncdiQt, changed into a Farm bythe Jcluites. 


What you have heard is no more than what 
their brethren of the Colledge of Porentrat 
( who pretend no leſs Veneration for ſacred 
places than the reſt of the company) had given 
ſufficient cauſe of credit and b<liet to, having 
three years bctore ruincd the Church of ane 
ther Priory of the {ame Order, called Maizere 
Ctormerly tamous for Filgrimage in the Coun 
trey) to the great (candal ob the Hereticks, who 
carctully maintain and preſcrve their Churches, 
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and tothe great regret of the Countrey adja- 
cent, who deplored the protanation, to ſte the 
materials of the Houſe of God imployed to re« 
pair the houſes,Barns and Stables ot a Farmer,ſo 
that there remained no fign of a Priory, nor 
any thing elſe but a plain Farm. 

Such is the condition to which the Feſaites 
reduce the benefices they uſurp, -whereof they 
conſider nothing but the revenue, beginnin 
alwwayes as ſoon as they enter them to aboliſh 
the Divine Service, and all thoſe marks which 
might make it appear, they once belonged to 
the ancient Orders of Religion, without any 
regard to the intention of the Founders, nor 
the Charges they impoſed, which is the Feſwi- 
tica] way to promote the glory of God. 


Their taking away Evidence; and Regiſters. 


Another Detriment and injury done by the 
Teſuiter to theſe three Priories, for which the 
Priorics were obliged to ſeek their remedy in 
the Great Councel, was their taking away the 
Evidences and Regiſters concerning the Rights 
and Revenues of theſe Monalteries, which the 
Jeſaites could make no other uſe of, but to ac- 
commodate themſelves in caſe of a re-entry 
there, which nothing but an unjuſt Ambition 
could give them any hopes otz or to deprive 
the right owners of the enjoyment of them, 
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to which nothing bue an extreme malignity 
could incline them z or laſtly, to conceal and 
ſuppreſs ſome debts to which their Goods 
might be lyable, which though it denotes a 
malicious avarice, yet is not {trange in the + 
ſuites practice. 

For the Feſwite of the Colledges of Novices 
at Nancy have 4o years ſince uſed the like pra- 
Qice againſt the Friars of Senon, of the Order of 
St. Beneditt in Lorain, when the Abbot of St. 
Vanne of Verdun baving given them the Lord» 
ſhip of Berbonrille, being a dependant on his 
Abby , charged with the ancient rent of 22 
quarters of Corn to the Abby of Senon, they 
craftily embezled all the Evidences they could 
light on, that made mention of that duty ; And 
when the Fryars of Senon {cnt to demand the 
Rent as accultomed, the Jeſwites who thought 
all the Evidences that concerned that duty were 
ſafe in their hands, pretended ignorance, and 
refuſed payment, telling the demanders, they 
thought nothing duc. A (it was thereupon 
commenced in the Councell ot Lorrain, and the 
Fryars for want of their Evidences to make out 
their title, were caſt. But ſome years after the 
retormation of the ſaid Abby, the rcformed 
Fryars made ſo diligent ſearch, that they found 
three Regitters wherein the ſaid duty was 
charged, in purſuance whereot they brought 
a new Action, which the Feſwires ſtifly de- 
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{ended, but the Regiſters being produced, they 
ſubmitted to pay what they could no longer 
diſpute, 


The Feſuites oceeding in three ſeyeral Tribunaly, 
and three Ding Countreyes at the ſame time;- 
for the ſame Priorics, and other petty foggerier» 


We have cauſe to believe, that on the ſame 
delign the Reftors of the three Colledges of 
Seleſtat, Enſ fptim, 2nd Fribourg, carryed away 
the Deeds and Evidences of the three Priories 
above-mentioncd; And when the Priors of 
the Benediftines ſought reſtitution by Law, it 1 
incredible how many artifices and petty fogge- 
rycs they uſed to detain them. 

To give an inſtance, when they ſaw them- 
ſelves preſſed by the Benedifinez to reſtore them, 
they procured a prohibition from the Privy 
Councel, to prevent proceedings 1n the inferi- 
our Courts, interdicting the ordinary Judges 
the cognizance of the Cauſe : The Councell 
being thus intirely poſſeſſed of the Cauſe,at the 
inſtance of the Feſwites , the Prince of Conty, 
and the Abbot of Neſmond interpoſed in behalt 
of the Benediftines, the former as Generall of 
the Order of Cluny, the later as Abbot of Cheſy 
and Collators of the Priorics : The Feſwites 
hereupon fearing their ſuccel(s in the cel, 
while the matter depended there, ——_ 
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the Benedifline Priors at the ſame time both at 
Rome and Briſech; and obtained of the Audis 
tor Generall at Briſach, whom we {pake of bes 
fore, a ſequeſtration of the Priories of St. Fame: 
and St. Morand, without any form ot Juſtice, 
and without. hearing or ſummoning the De+ 
tendants. And at Kome they procurcd a Mo- 
nition to cite the Reredidines thither, with an 
Excommunication againſt all that ſhould op- 
pole the exccution of their Bull, which they 
durlt never produce. And cauled the Monition 
to be printed throughout : And the Benedifiing 
of St. Morand to be citcd by the Biſhop of Baflk 
for which, as an injury and abuſe, the Fryars 
were forced to make an Appeal. | 

In purſuance of this, they uſed all the tricks 
the ſpirit of Wrangling could invent in the 
moſt ſhifting petty-toggers, by delayes, by 
iterated detaults, new Afﬀignations, conteſting 
about the qualities of the parties , producing 
ridiculous, 1impertinent and inſignihcant mat 
ters 3 falſitics and manifeſt untruchs 3 diftamas 
tory Libells; torged Letters 3 intormations 
without date or ijub{cription, and a thouſand 
other devices, 'to be ſeen at large in the $$ 
moriall above-mentioned; which is therefor 
the more credible, for that upon'the whole 
matter a notable Arreſt was given in favour 
of the Benedillines, you ſhall ſec hereatters © 
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Bulls without prefident, and contrary to the Canons 
and Councels of the Church. An ' Arreſt in fs- 
vor of the BenediQtines againſt the Jetaites. 


We muſt not forget ſome remarkable things 
to be obſerved in the Bulls the Feſwites obtarn- 
od for the three Priorics ſpoken of before : for 
betides the falſe ſuggeſtions, nullities and ob- 
reptions whereof they were full, which incli- 
ned the Benediftines to procure and prodnce 
Duplicates thereof againſt the Feſwites, and be» 
ſides the expreſs proviſion in ſome of them, 
that they ſhould not operate to the wrong or 
prejudice of any, they were molt abuſively and 
maliciouſly framed in two points : ' 1. In that 
contrary to all forms and preſidents, rey gave 
power to the Jeſuites to take'poſſcſhon. of 'the 
ſaid Benchices by their proper Authority, with= 
out obſcrving the ordinary formalities requi» 
hte in ſuch caſes, and that contrary to the Ca» 
nons and the Councels of Conſtance, of Late- 
ran, of Chalcedon, and others, thy made alic- 
nation of Eſtates without conſent of the-par- 
tics, united ſeveral Benefices fituate in divers 
Dioceles, and ſupprefſed Monaſteries and Be- 
nehces Conventual, which 6ught to remain to 
perpetuity : 2. In that by an unparallel'd and 
unhcard of abuſe, they contained a Clauſe or- 
daining, that they ſhould not be queſtioned for 

any 
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any nullity, obreption, or ſubreption, whereof 
they were- full, Decernen'es eaſdem preſenta 
null> unquam tempore de ſubreptionis vel obrepti> 
ons ant nullitatis vitio Argii ſeu notari : which 
takes away all cauſe of wondcr why the J& 
ſuitcs were alwayes loth to produce them, as 
knowing they could ſerve tor nothing moxe 
than to diſcover their Artifices and Deceits, 
the clcarer, though notorious enough to the 
world already, upon other occalions. 

And now, none can think it (trange that 
after ſo rhany ſhifts and tricks of petty fogge 
ry, they were at laſt wholly defeated, and tor 
ever dcebarred of their pretenſions to the Prio- 
rics in queſtion, by Arrelt of the Kings Counceh, 
the Judicial part whereof, and the ſentence is 
here tranſcribed, but the proceedings purpoſe» 
ly omitted, for that they are herein betore ſuc- 
cinCtly reported, and may be ſeen at large in 
the Printed Memoriall we mentioned often.

ther no_ In ———— —_—_ 
h: icnt Commiſſioners throughout the Empire 
to {ee it executed, and publiſhed other particu- 
lar Edicts in fayour of St. Benedidi the Cifteancx, 
and others, | 

As there's nothing more juſt than to reſtore 
every one what belongs to him, to this Edidt of 
tac Emperour was highly approved by the Pepe 
who writ an exprels Brict to the Emperour, To 
tetifie bis joy, and that of the whole Confſiftory of 
Cardinalls for this re-eſtabliſhment of 1be Clergy , 
and the Fryars in their eft ater. . 

The Emperour at the ſame time writ to his 
Ambaſladour at Rome the Prince of Savelli the 
14th of April 1629. the reaſons of his Edict, 
which were, That be was of opinion he could nt 
have done any thing more profitable, and conducing, 
to the good of Religion in_ Almaigne, then to take 
ſuch courſe that the Religious Orders might flauriſ 
again, which had bees beretsfore the firm pillars 
thereof : that purſuant to this deſign be had order- 
ed by bs Athority, Imperial, that the Abbies, and 


0! 
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other places Conſecrate to Religion, which had lee 

uned by the iniquity of the times, or convertedy 
other wſts ſhould be reſtored every one to the Order 
which they belonged , as bring Conſecrate therem 
from ther firſt foundation, and not 2) another. Be 
ſent him atterwards a more ample inſtruQtion 
of the 25 of Odob. the fame year whercin he 
gives fix principal reaſons of his Edict. 

The Feſwites extremely nettled and perplets 
ed, that they had no ſhare in this rcftitutionts 
the Ancient Orders, conſulted among theme 
ſclves how to enrich their Socicty with other 
mens Eſtates, and take from the Proprietos 
ſome of theſe Abbyes : To effect this, they 
make uſe, according to their cuſtom, of the 
credit their Father Lancorman had in the Count 
of the Emperour Ferdinand the 2d, whole 
Conteflor he was. This Fcſaite, animated by 
his Brethren, made great inſtance to two Abs 
bots, the one of St. Benedif, and the other 
the Cifteaux, Deputed by their Orders to hattenJ 
the Exccution of the Emperours Edit, and] ; 
was very importunate with them to quit unto} 
the Socicty all the Nunnerics to be reſtored by 
the Protcitants, and ſome of the 1cfs conlids 
rable Abbics: Theſe Abbots who had no pow 
er to conſent to fo unjutt and extraordinary 
demand againſt their Conſcience, rcturned hum

ders: F. Lamormam ſecing them leave - the 
Court, ptcſently ſuggeſted to his friends, and 
gave out mn Speeches, That theſe two Abbots 
had made a voluntary Ceflion of ſeveral Ab- 
bics to the Society: And on this fiction, 
(whereof he was afterwards convicted by pub- 
lick and authentick Ads ) hegrounded a Me- 
morial, which he preſented to the Emperour, 
dctiring that in purſuance of the voluntary 
Ccfſion of thefe two Abbots, his Imperial Ma- 
jcity would fend , Commiſſioners into ſeveral 
Provinces of the Empire, to put the Society in 
poſſeflion ot thole Abbics, Having by this 
E mcans furprized the good Prince and his Coun- 
cell, who took this Impoſture for truth, they 
obtained Letters addrefled to the Commiſſa- 
rc5 Gcnerall of the Cigcles, td three Provin- 
cials ot the Society, and to'the Generals of the 
Imperial Army , the Duke of Friefl:nd, and 
Count Tily, forthwith to ſequeſter che faid 
Abbics.

and would give the King a conſiderable fum 
to help him out of the great ſtraits he was in. 
The Fathers anſwered them who made the pro- 
poſal, that when they had demanded the Cons 
tributions of other Religious Orders the Sret 
would give as much as they who gave maſt, bs 
as much as they all ſhould give together : The 
Commiſſioners made uſe ot this anſwer of the 
Feſwites to make the greater inſtance to other 
Orders, and perſwaded ſome to contribute bes 
yond their ability. | 

Aſter this they returned to the Feſwirer, and 
rcquired them to perform their promile, the F& 
rites anſwered they would give his Majefly 
three Advices, by means whereof his Majelly 
might gather above twelve millions of money. 
This made the Conde D* Olivarez look about 
him, who thought he had already futhctent to

every Clergy-man paycs yearly four Rials for 
his Bull of permiſſion to cat white meat in Lentz: 
By the calculation they made, the prohis of this 
exceeded the former, 

The third, That whereas they were not per-- 
mitted by the rules of their O1der to receive 
money for their Maſſes, his Majeity ſhould take 
all the money of the Ecclcfiattical Fraternities: 
of Spain and the Indies, and oblige them to ſay 
Mals Gratis 2s the Jcluites. 

'Tis evident by theſe three Advices that the 
Jeſvites aimed only at their convenience and in- 
tereſt, and to expreſs their hatred againſt other 
Religious Orders. under pretence of doirg the 
King fervice. The exccution- of the fhrit Ad- 
vice was atternpted,, but the Univerſities made 
& generous oppokition , and F. Bafle Ponce de 
Leon Profeflor of the evening Lecture in the 

F5 Univerſity 
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Univerlity of Salamanca compoſed a learned 
Memoire which I have ſeen in the hands of Do» 
cor D. Michael Fobn de Vimbodi Secretary to 
his Eminence the Cardinal Spinols then Arch- 
Biſhop of Granada; whercin he convinced the 
Feſuiter of all manner of Hereſies, and conclu- 
dcd that it was their intention to poſſeſs them- 
ſclves of all the Chairs of Profefſors, that they 
might diſcard all men of Religion, and after- 
wards eſtabliſh their pernicious maximes with- 
out contradiction. The Pope would not enter 
upon the ſecond and third expedient, but ſaid, 
that the iniquity of our times ſhould incline us 
rather to augment than diminiſh our prayers 
And as for the Almes for Maſſes they would be 
of uſe to maintain poor Pricſts and poor Fryars. 
But the Zeſwizes gave the King nothing.

P. 388. Let's hear anothcr ſtory before we 
leave Granada. The Chartreuſe Abby of Evors' 
hath a conſiderable Rent in Granads', but 
though the Chartrews had no hand in the re+ 
bcllion of Portwgal, whereot the Feſwites were 
Authors, the Feſwites forbore not to begg tha® 
Rent of the King, to repair theiv Dammages 
by many conſiderable lofles ſaſtained in Fortx* 
gil by reaſon'of the Wars. The King not 
knowing the truth, granted their-defire : The 
Chartrexs of Granada bring, their Action againlt 
the Jeluites, but in vain, at leaſt to my know 
ledge, who could not Jearn-that they obtained 
any thing kince 1649. when left them at Ma 
drid (oliciting this affair. Certain it is , thas 
the Jeſuites were ſtrangely inſolent, who having, 
cauled the Revolt of Porixgal, would have ta- 
ken other mens Eſtates who had no thare iw 
the Guilt of that Rebellion.

dut in vain, by reaſon of the conſtant oppoſiti- 
On of the Inhabitants of the Town, who had 
alwaycs made a vigorous refiſtance : The Je+ 
ſuites were loth to intreat perſons (© inexo- 
zablc, and took a reſolution worthy the Socic- 
ey, in confidence of protection mn this as in 
ether affairs, from the Chancery of Grenada, 
the rather becauſe they had alrcady poſleſſed 
with the buſineſs, and made ſure to their fide, 
almoſt all the Judges of the Chamber , who 
were to take cognizance of the cauſe. They 
- bought a pitifull piece of Ground contiguous 
to the Territory of St. Foy, and not farr from 
the Channell whercof they deſigned to make 
* themclves ſo abſolute Maſters, that the Inha- 
bicauts of the Town ſhould not take of the

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waters without their permiffion. F. Fonſees' 
then Rector of the Colledge had a Lay-bro- 
ther a Great Archite&, whom he commanded 
to make a Mill of wood, and diſpoſe of all the 
Carpenters work,ſo as in an hour tobe creed 
and made ht to grinde, which was accordingly 
done 3 and the Timber, Milſtones, and- :

P. 402. I have Tong deſired to know the 
truth of a ſtory I have been often told, and 
learnt it at laſt of F. Morales as followeth. 

In 1638. « Js called Francis Matthews 
Cyprian came trom the Eft-Indiesr to Macao. 
He had ſcarce ſet foot on land, but the Bells of 
the Colledge rung out (o loudly , that they 
ſhook the whole town, and gave the inhabi- 
tants reaſon to enquire the caule : but they were 
ſoon ſatisned by the Feſwites running all about 
and ſaying 3 F. Cyprian is come at laſt. He lived 
as thoſe whdm the Feſuates call Saints, and the 
pcople in compliance with them publiſhed him 
tor ſuch 3 but that you may the betcer judge of 
the perſon they ſo unanimouſly canonized, I 
ſhall relate in few- words, not his whole lite, 
which is too long to be written, but what he 
did this time at: Maca», whereof all the people 
have bcen witneſſes, and ar the Gre time He- 
ralds to proclaim his impollures. 

Cyprian one day after long intreaty by the 
7eſuites went up into the pulpit in the Church 
of the S:ciety, but what is ulually fiid of im- 
pudcnt Muſicians. who mult be more intreated 
to hold their peacethan tiicy were toling, was 
ue cfhim, for he preach<d three hours by the 

R 2 clock, 
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clock, and- notwithſtanding all the diligence 
uſed, and ſigns made to ſtop his impertinene 
pratling, nothing could ſtay the courle of his 
topperies tor three hours together. 

The ſubject of his Sermon was, thap of his 
folly, That St. Fraxci Xavier had (cnt him to 
preach at Fapan, and in the familiar diſcourſes 
often held with him had given him that order. 
To authorize what he ſaid, he took to witneſs 
the holy images, the walls and pillars of that 
Church, and to perſwade his Audicors to be 
lieve the certainty of hisRevelations and raviſh» 
ments, he told them, that if they of the City 
oppoſed his paſſage from the territories, on 
could not hinder it, for he would make uſe 
his mantle fora bark, his ſtaff for a maſt, and 
would ſo pals over with more (ccurity than iy 
a veſſel well equipped : Theſe and other 
preſſions in his Sermon gave the people m 
trouble, becauſe, it all things fell out as he (aid, 
it would break the Commerce between P 
and Japan to the ruine of the people. All 
Eeclefiaſticks aud learned perſons allcmbled toge 
ther, to conlider what might have inclined th 
Feſwite to talk at that rate, and what remec 
£© apply. The moſt judicious were of opinion, 
that he was a fool, but that at that time he. prof 
fed diflimulation more than folly;which opinionf '! 
had ſufficient grounds, for that it was propat 
he hid under theſe appearances of Gugh ba 
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defign he had to favour'the intereſt of the Hal- 
landers, who made uſe of him as an inſtrument 
proper to ruine the City. . 
When Cyprian knew what paſt in this afſem- 
bly' by the intormation of thoſe conhdents of 
the Feſuiter whom fear or intereſt ingages to 
give them advice of all that is tranſacted 3 this 
unpoſtor writ in/a paper all that paſt in the Al- 
{embly,” and put it into the hand of a ſtatue of 
St. Francis Navier which ftood in the Cell of the 
Viſitor Manzel Diaz the- Jeſtite. One of the 
Afﬀembly came to fee the Vititor, and Cyprian 
havingaotice of 3t went to his Chamber, and 
baving whitpered him in-the ear mn the pretence 
of the Secular perſon, who came'to the Viſicor 
werlt' his way 2' When he was gone, the Viſitor 
torthwith Gyes to the towniman; $8 IR; Know 
10 what F, Cyprian' ſai:b ? See what that papes 
» kuthe band 'f St. Francis/Xavier. The townt- 
man- took 'the paper, wherein he found the 
bames ot 'al who had been m the Afﬀembly

'ven. {o difadvantageous a judgement of the 
; #8 ; The Vifitor with, great exclamations' 
conjures the town{man to publiſh the paper, 
that they who were to-die might prepare them- 
(clycs.tar it 4 but the event was quite contrary, 
{or- ſome of «hoſe men who were before Crazy,

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and a long time after : Perhaps becauſe theix 
diſtemper F.cbore to affli& them out of reſpe&t 
to F. Cyprian, who peradventure had given 
them ſame of his reliques, as his gray hairs, bis 
old ſhirts, or other like things, which he diſtri 
buted very liberally, 

The common people had a great eſteem of 
him, and would have torn in pieces his robe to 
ſerve them for reliques,. but it was new and of 
very hnecloth which made F. Cyprian willing to 
prelerve it, telling the people S the habit he 


wore abroad was not a relique conſiderable 
enough , but if they came to his lodging he 
tus 


would give them excellent new cloth 
old torn ſhirts, 

A Pagan Indian trimmed him for” nothing, 
which Cyprian (aid was an ation ſufficient to con- 
vert bim; but the truth is, he made great gains 
every time that he ſhaved him by ſelling every 
hair of his beard for a relique, and when Cy- 
prian knew it, he {a1d, The man mat be allowed 
to advance dcv tions 

They were at laſt confirmed in the opinion 
they had of him, as being a ſpy, or what fell 
out afterwards. A Feſwite , ſimple and devout, 
(tor ſuch alſo there uſes to be among them) 
and to F. Jobn Baptiſt Morales, and tol him in 
private : Wuthin two months the Emtperour of Ja 
pan ſhall ſend in ſearch of ur, and 1welve of tht 
Ca.ledge, whereof I will be one, will go A 
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red, and the firſt five years we ſhall ſuffer three 
ſirts of puniſhments, "4 Sword, the Fire, andthe 
Croſs 3 and we bave ſeen great miracles done by F. 
Cyprian in confirmation of this truth. There paſt 
not only two months but two years, and a thou- 
ſand may paſs before any come iu ſearch of 
them, or they goto Fapan. It is true neverthe- 
cs that F. Cypriex had taken his meaſures to go 
to Fopan within two months, and had for that 
purpoſe ſent two Feſvites into a Dcfart Iland 
to build a veſſel for his paſſage 3 the City was 
advertiſcd of it, and (ent to deſtroy it : BatF. 
C:prian warned thera who had commiſſion to 
do it, not to put it in execution, foreteling 
them that there would fall fire from heaven on 
them who would adventure to touch it : He 
ſaid truth in ſore meaſure, but not altogether, 
for hre there was, but not from heaven, and 
that burnt not men, but men burnt the barque. 
By this they diſcqvered his deſign, and gave ac- 
count to the inquiſition of his Revelations, his 
Prophecics and Impoſtures he made uſe of fox 
cheating the world, and the inquilitors having 
found the truth of the information, ordered he 
ſhould be (ent back to the Indies, and cha 
Anthony Cardin the Jeſnite to bring him this 
ther z but as one who had fucked the fame milk, 
and learnt the ſame dodrine, he permitted him 
to flee among the Moores where he ended his 
life with as much ſanctity as he began, and le# 
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it to that time. And 1Idoubt not but Pezs the 
Fefwite hath put bim in his Martyrology. 


They ſeek in the Indies the means to enrich then

P. 407. The ſtory of what paſt among the 
Tadians Chirignanaes is worth the reporting : 1 
hcard it, ſaycs the Author, at Madrid of a pers

aiſhoner in the City of Plats in Perv. 

The Indians Chirignanaes live beyond the 
Mountains of Perz, and are a Nation very do» 
cil and ſuſceptible of the doctrine of the Goſpel, 
but Encmies to thoſe labours and pains the Ir 
«jan: now (ufter. The Jeſwites m—— their 
Converſion, and in a ſhort time laboured to 
good cffe& ; theſe Infidels receiving the Goſpel 


with very great devotion z when the Fathers 


faw them almoſt all Converted and Baptized, 
and that they were dexterous and tractable, 
they reſolved to propoſe to them the end of 
their preaching, which was not, as it appear- 
ed, the Converlion of the ſouls of theſe Inti- 
dels, but to make advantage by their eſtates. 
They told them,that being their preachers they 
deſired to live amongſt thera, but wanted lands 
aud hereditaments tor maintenance,and w__ 

encir 
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their Ayd- for -planting 'fome Sugar-Canes, 
whereby they mighe be enabled to live with 
Credit, ; x 

The Indians perceived the Avarice of the 
Peſuiter, and were confirmed in their opinion, 
whereinall they of Perzconcurre,that theſe peo- 
plc arc not Minitters of'the Goſpel, but under 
pretence of preaching thefxith of Chriſt, labour 
only to Mablifh their tyranny, and deprive the 
Indians of their Liberty: So that they refol- 
ved to ſet upon them by night, and tochaltiſe 
them fo as te& make them an example to others. 
Though the Feſwites had not been long in that 
place, they had contracted - great familiarity 
with the India# women; who had ſuch affe- 
(tion for them, that they made-it appear to the 
prejudice of that they ought to have exprelt to- 
their Husbands and Kindred, for they gave 
them notice of the relolution taken to kill 
them, and. furniſhed chem with means to flee 
away. Six of them eſcaped, and came to the 
City of Plata, where they blazed it abroad, 
that the Indians out of unwillingnels to receive 
the Goſpel had driven them away And that 
thcir Companion F, Mendiolz had renounced 
the faith, and marryed attcr the manner and 
Ceremonics of- the Indians.' That this obli- 
g:d them to give Accompt of what palt, that 
he might be retched out thence by force of 
Arms, it being otherwiſe impolkble the Inft- 
R I dcls 
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dels ſhould be converted : 1. Becauſe Mendies 
la cheriſhed them in their blindacſs, for fear 
of being puniſhed for his faults: 2. Becauſe 
they would be confirmed in their Errour by 
the ill example of a Prieſt and Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, who had embraced their Religion , 
this made them defire forces of D. Fobn D'ilis, 
ſaraze for the enterprize, and for an evidence 
of the truth of their allegations, they had ta» 
ken from Mendi{a the Fj habit, as having 
apoſtatized from the Fait | 

The Kings Miniſter Judged this an affair of 
too Great conſequence to be haſtily engaged 
tn, and took better advice which was to {end 
an expreſs to Mexndiola, to aflure him of his pro» 
tection and afliſtance to obtain abſgiution trom 
his Crime. This Father was extremely ſurpri- 
zcd at the newes, as having never thought of 
Renouncing the Faith, or quitting the Teſawtes 
habit. This made him reſolve to be gone torthe 
with, and inform himſelf of all that concern» 
ed him on this occaſion : He preſented him- 
ſelf in this condition to- the Feſwites, and by 
his preſence convinced them ot the falſenels of 
their allegations againſt him, Declaring that 
all chis was grounded on their weaknels and 
wretchedneſs, which had precipitated them 
into Concubinage : And that theſe Feſwites 
to covcr their fault had attributed his to Ido» 
kitty. And that it was ſtrange, that the " 
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being common to all, he alone who-was the 
leaſt guilty ſhould bear the ſhame : This obli- 
gcd him to quit the Society, and take the habit 
of a Secular Prieſt, with the hatred we may 
eaſily imagine he conceived againſt them who 
bad raiſed fuch an infamous flander againlt 
him, with deſign to deſtroy him among the 
Indians, leſt he ſhould diſcover their villanics, 
abhorring that Order, who on ſuch occaſions,” 
and to cover ſuch wickednc6 will ſivip theis 
Fryars of-the habit they wear.

P. 393. The Colledge of Jeſwites of Granads 
hath an Eftate in a place called Coparacens two 
Leagues from Granada , the adminiſtrations 
whereof they gave to Balthazar des Rois one 
of the Society: he had ſuch affeQtion for a mar- 
ryed woman of that place, that it was publick- 
ly known, though the Husband was the laſt 
who had notice of it ; for the Feſiite having, 
imployed him to work in the Grounds, to- 
make him more tractable, had doubled his wa- 
yes» At laſt the poor Cuckold provoked by 
the injury done him, ſtudyed a fit occalion of 
revenge, The Jeluite doubting nothing, came 
one day from Granads to the Farm, aud went” 


direQly 
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directly to the Womans houſe, not knowing 
the husband was there. But the man. having; 
hid himſclf to ſee what ſhould paſs between 
his Wife and the Feſuite, when he found ther, 
both at their Eaſe tiabbed the Jeſwite, and left 
him dead on the place , having thrown his 
Bonnet aloft, and faid, Away Horns. An In» 
formation was exhibited of what happened, 
and it was conſtantly affirmed the Feſwite was 
an Adulterer, that the Husband had often 
warned him from ſeeing his Wife,and had been 
blamed by his Neighbours, as having conſent- 
ed to his own infamy : The ReQtor of the 
Colledge of Granada hearing this, exhibited 
a Plaint Criminsl againſt the Murtherex, and 
deſigned to make a new Information quite 
ifterent from that which had becn exhibited, 
and took with him a Notary of Granada to 
effe@ it : He endeavoured both by promiles 
and preſents te perſwade the witneſles exami- 
ved in the firſt information to contradict them- 
{clves, or atleaſt to uſe ambiguous expreſſions 
mn ſome matters: And *twill be worth the ob» 
fervation how he managed the buſineſs. 

He that had depoſed in the firſt information, 
that as ſoon as the Husband had killed or 
wounded the Fefrire, he threw the Bonnets 
aloft, and ſaid Away Horns; upon. the ſecond 
_—_— faid , He remembred not that he 

mentioned that cixcumſtance, but that i£

it was inſerted in the Proceſs, the Clark had 
put it in of himſelf : Another deſirous to juſti=. 
tic the Feſwite, to ſhew that the woman was not 
lyable to ſuſpicion, by an Equivocation faid, 
She was a Woman of Age, that is, as be would 
have it, Very old, though I can affirm on my 
own knowledge ſhe was but 28. Moſt of the 
witneſſes uſed like Egquivocations, but agreed 
all in this, That the Feſwit was a Saint, and 
that they had often ſeen him with his Chapelet 
in his hand : The Feſwites having gotten this 
wformation , vigoroully proſecuted the mux- 
therer, and cauled him to be condemned (by : 
contumacy for not appearing) to be hanged, 
and when the ſentence had been pronounced, 
they printed the whole Proceſs and Informa- 
tion verbatim, with the Definitive ſentence, and 
diliributed it throughout the City, to thoſe who 
had known the ſtory. I have a Copy of it. by 
me. I conſider not ſo much the fault of this 
fryar, as a thing to which others may be ſub- 
jet, but that the Action mult be holy, jaG, 
and canonized, becauſe done by a Feſwite 3 and 
that it is better cauſe a man to be hanged, than 
cknowledge that the Society confiſts of men, 
and of ſinners. Thus their Apologies prove 
wore ſcandalous than their Crimes. 


The

P. 25» Mena was a Jeſuite in appearance, of 
very great abilities, he was lean, pale, and his 
eyes funk in his head, wore alwaycs a great 


head, and a great Chapelet, but it was the bet» 
ter to cover his greater hypocrifie : when I was 
a Student at Salamanca, being very young, | 
heard ſometimes his diſcourſes and exhorta» 
tions, which he made with ſuch force, that his 
Auditors trembled, and fo he gained the re- 
ſpe and eſteem of a Saint 3 bat it was obſer- 


ved, he made his Sermons before the exerciſe 
of the Diſcipline of Penance, praiſed by ma» 
ny in that Colledge, for which this good Fa» 
ther ſeemed to have no great afftetion or De 
votion, though none needed it more. 

Among many others who confeſſed to him, 
there wasa devout woman who was very fimy 
ple, to whom he ſaid that God by Revelation 
had ſignified to him that it was his will he 
Could. marry her, and that they ſhould live 
together as marryed perſons, but it muſtbe kept 
ſccret, and no perſon to know it. The woman 
would not be perlwaded without ſeeing the 
opinions of ſome lcarned perſons in approbati- 

on 
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on of Mena's aſſertions. And as one Crime ca» 
fily drawes on another, the Feſuite uſed this 
Artifice to make the poor woman believe that 
{.veral perſons of Learning agreed with him 
in opinion 3 he ſpoke with the ableſt DoRors 
of the Univerſity, and told them he confeſſed 
a perſon very ſpiritual and pious, but withall 
very ſcrupulous, aud to that degree, that ſhe 
Kelted not affured in following the direQions 
he gave her, without confirmation from other 
Learned men; therefore he intreated them, 
that if they had a good opinion of him, and his 
long experience in the condut of Souls, they 
would appeaſe this unquiet ſpirit by aſſuring 
her ſhe might (aftcly follow what F. Mens ad- 
viled her : The DoQtors who had alwaycs ob- 
ſcrved the mgdeſty of this mans behaviour, had 
often heard him preach, and knew his diſcour- 
ks were powerfull, that he ſpoke of nothing 
but eternity, that he repeated almoſt every day, 
that Judas fryed in Hell above 1600 years for 
one mortall fin, and ſhould burn there for ever, 
with a thouſand other expreſſions of like na- 


ture, granted his requeſt. 


The 7-ſwite having their teſtimony, went to 
his holy Sitter, and having made uſe thereof 
to deceive the poor wretch, whe thought the 
DoGtors had approved the pretended Kevela- 
ticn of her Cofifeſſor, ſhe-conſented to marry .

to the Machine. When the Congregationils 
had ſupped, the Feſnites gave them in thelr 
hands a frandard of our Lady , and having 
many in company very far'on their way, the 
ſquadron arrived between ten and cleyen a 
clock in the evening at the Colledge of St. Thu 
mas D' Alcils with fearful cryes, and a horrible 
buſtle mixc wich (currilous, foul, and utihands 
ſome exprcliyns, calling the D-minicans Jew, 
Hereticks , and encmics of the Virgin 3. 
threw fioncs, and diſcharged piſtols againſt 
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gates and the windows, brake down the glaſs, 
and wearicd at laſt, and hoarſe with cryi 
they went with their ſtandard (which they let 
fall more than once) tothe Convents of St. Ca+ 
tharine, and the mother of God, where they 
play'd the like pranks. 

F. Oquete the Feſuite preached the next day, 
and perſwaded them to defend the Conception 
of the Virgin with the ſword, with the poinard, 
with their blood, and with fire, and that it any 
oppoſed them, St. Fago &e. which is a Spaniſh 
Oath by St. James, or a menace. He torgot 
only (which ſome ſay was done of malice) to 
call thoſe of old Caftile to the Aﬀlembly, who 
provoked by the negle&t went the night tol- 
lowing to throw (tones at F. Oqueres Chamber, 
cxalting the Virgin, St. Thomas and his Do» 
rine : From hence proceeded the challen 
between the Captains of the Cafte/lines, and t 
Navarreis, who carricd the Standard the night 
of the Congregationiſts triumph, of which 
Captains the one was killed, and dicd without 
conteſſion.

Charles Zani Son of Count Fobr Zan of Be- 
bye in It ily entred into the Society of the Fe- 


ſuites in the year 1627. and before his entrance 


made an ample renunciation to all the Eſtate 
that might at any tumc belong to him in what 
) 4 manner 
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manner foever it ſhould be, ſpecifying eapreſ- 
ly , that neither he nor the Society ſhould be 
able-to make any pretence thereto. When 
he had continued amongſt them eleven years, 
his Father and Count Angelo his Brother dying 
in that time, the Fathers of the Society perlwa- 
ded him to quit the Colledge for receiving the 
inheritance, and when he had done it to return 
thither again. To this purpoſe they delired of 
the F. General Vitteleſchi the letters of diſmil- 
fion neceſlary for the occaſion which were ſent 
to F. Menochixs the Provincial, but before they 
were given to F. Charles Zany, they made him 
yow to return into the Society with all the eſtate 
that ſhould belong to him,as F. Bargellin ſhould 
think hit; the form of the Vow ſigned by F, 
Charles was as followeth : 

I Charles Zany being ready #9 receive my letters 
of diſmiſſion from the Society of Feſus which I have 
deſired, before they are delivered me by the Right 
Reverend F. Provincial Rephen Menochius doin 
bis preſence voluntarily make this vow t» Gad, 
whereby I oblige my ſelf in conſcience to bis Divine 
Majeſty as ſtrifily as is poſſible, that baving received 
my ſaid Letters of diſmiſſion, I ſhall again deſire 
with all inſt ance tbe Superiers for that time bring, 
that I may re-enter the ſaid Society as ſoon as Thave 
ordered my affairs, for which I have deſired and re- 
ceived tbe ſaid Letters, intending and obliging my 


Jelf to make ſuch inſtance, and defire of a - 
iÞe

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the Soticty, and totakeſuch time as ſhall be judged 
moſt convenient by the Revercnd F. Vincent Maric 
Bargellin,ss be ſhall thtnk, my affairs are ſufficient- 
ly regulated\bolding my ſelf obliged in thi to follow 
bis piow judgement and his will, to exempt my ſelf 
from all ſcruples, and to know more aſſuredly the 
time and term of accompliſhing my vow 10 the god 
pleaſure of God. 

He quitted the habit of Religion Nimemb- 27- 
1639. in his Countrey, as he hath teſtified by 
writing, ftigned with his hand 3 Having after- 
wards taken poſſeſſion of his Ettate he changed 
his reſolution and came to Rome to procure a 
Diſpenſation ot his vow, but could not obtain 
it of Pope Þmocent the 10th, tell tick of a feaver, 
and made his Will in favour of the Colledge of 
Feſuites of Boulogne by the perſwalion ot theſe 
Fathers who attended him day and night, and 
ſhortly after he died. 

The Jeſwites torthwith ſeized the Eſtate : but 
the vow of F. Charles being unhappily thwart- 
ed by a contrary ſettlement made by the Lords 
ot Zany, a Suite was commenced at the Ruota 
at Rome, The Feſwites fearing left in the pro- 
{ccution and judgement of the cauſc,the ſtrange 
vow of Charles Zany right be publiſhed; and 
their inſatiable Avarice and new Artifices to ig- 
vade inheritances diſcovered, obtained of, Pope 
Alexander the 7th 3 a ſignature of Grace, where- 
by he commanded the — of the Revts

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to determine the buſineſs by way of accord. 
This was accordingly done. by dividing the 
Eltate in queſtion into twelve parts, hve where- 
of were aftigned to the Feſmites, and the re- 
maining ſeven to the Lords of Zani, who got 
not the poſſcſſon but — infinite difhcule 
tics. and hinderances interpoled by theſe fathers, 
to the total diſſipation of. almoſt all the inherj- 
vance.

OU' defire an Account” of our journey: 
And 'tis fit I perform that little you de» 
lire, to give this teſtimony at leatt of my rea- 
dinefs to obey you in the molt important occa-- 
lions. We had good Weather every day fince- 


we partcd trom. Paris, as it Winter-had pur” 
off. 
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off her coming, to afford us the leiſure to xe- 
rn home with convenience. 

I nced not tell you, we paſſed by Clairvanx; 
Auberine, Cifteaux, la Ferte, and Clugny, thoſe 
great and vaſt Houſes , which ſtand famous 
Monuments of our Anceſtors piety. But *tis 
matter of Lamentation, that the ſpirit of thoſe 
Saints who founded them; being - expired al- 
moſt as ſoon as their perſons, they have left us 
nothing but ſo many heaps of ſtones and that 
after they were ſancihed by poverty and peni- 
tence, their reputation hath gotten their Suc+ 
ceſlors riches, which ſerve T2 to maintain in 
idlenefs and floth thoſe thM enjoy them. But 
becauſe theſe evils are without remedy, I (hall 
not inſiſt longer on them, but make a ſtep as 
far as Lyons, to tell you the ſtory of a little 
Conference I had there with a Jeſmare. 

Monſieur de M. one of their good Friends,up- 
©R our arrivall brought us to ſce their Houle 
ot Belle-Conr : Having prayed awhile m their 
Church, I ſtaid to look on an Epitaph I had 
heard of, and hardly then finiſhed 3 but it be- 
ing late, and my fight ſhort, I could ſcarce 
read any more tha theſe two words, Pie obitt. 
When 1 was come forth, I was glad to under 
ftand from the Father who accompanied us 
that it was the Elogy of Monſieur the Abbot 
of St. Swlpice, and as I had known ſomething 


of the lik: of that milcrable Abbot, 1 endea 
youre 
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vourcd to learn ſome particularities concern- 
ing his death. I told this Father, it would be 
much to my comfort, if it were true, that this 
Abbott dycd piouſly, as I had read in his Epi- 
taph , but I ſhould be more joytull to hear 
ſome particulars of his repentance. | 

He anſwered me very ſimply, there was no 
doubt but he dycd in a very good condition, 
for that he had been aflifted by their Fathers, 
in his laſt ſickneſs. Father, faid 1, pray tell 
me how he came into this good condition? it 
after he had ſcandalized all the world by his 
Debaucheries, infamous Avarice and Impictics, 
he edified the Church by ſome marks of re- 
pentance, what penance did he? hath he at 
lealt reſtored the vaſt ſummes whereof he rob- 
bed his Monaſtery and the poor ? For you know 
without doubt that he enjoyed above twenty 
years two Beneficcs whereof he never gave 
Almes. And that to gain the greater Revenue, 
he let almoſt all his Monks die without re- 
ceiving any : He ſpent no more in repairs than 
in Alms, fo that all the Regular places of bis 
Monaſtery are run to ruine 3 particularly there 
is neither Dormitory, Iofhirmiry, nor RefeCto» 
ry; laſtly, not fatished with all the money he 
heaped up by ſuch extraordinary niggardlinefs, 
he hath cut down the beft part of the Woods 
of his Monaltery, and converted them to his 


ule, 
The 
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The Good Father aſſured me, the Fathers 
took no cognizance of all this z that his Eſtate 
paſſed to Monlieur bis Brother, a perſon of 
Credit, and prime man of a City. 1 was impa» 
tient, and crycd out, Father, What Conduct, 
what Aveings are here ? what, did they not re- 
preſent to this Abbot, that a man of Religion 
cannot amaſs Money, without amaſhng for 
himſelf a treaſurc of wrath againli the laſt day ? 
Did they not tell him, the tixe mult devour their 
fouls, who have becn ſo unhappy as to hide 
the Gold and Silver which they had to be im- 
loyed for relieving the neccſhitics of the meme 
rs of Chriſt ? Did they not threaten him with 
the dreadfull Judgernents of God, who hath 
no compaſſion for Robbers and Sacrilegious 
perſons, who dye in their fins, 

Father, I know they had leiſure enough-to 
declare to him what he was obliged to do, for 
that he was above. ſix months tick, and your 
Fathers vilited him during all that time : It it 
be true, that they did not forget to oblige him 
to make reſtitution of his Rapines , that he

This Crime was puniſhed by ſudden death in 
the perſon of Ananias 3 and it was the Prince 
of the Apoſtles who pronounced that terrible 
Judgement : It your Fathers have given any 
hope of ſalvation to a perſon more criminal 
than Ananias, what was it but to abuſe the 
power of Chriſt, in declaring that a living ſout 
which was really dead ? I confeſs, Father, that 
what opinion ſoever I conceived of your ſpecu- 
lative Morality, I ſee now you ſurpals it in your. 
practical. They who write books, and expole 
their thoughts to the eyes of the world, have 
commonly. ſome Reſerves, and dare not ex- 
preſs their wicked opinions barcfaced and na 
ked, but clothe them with ſome ſpecious pro- 
babilitics of truth 3. which conceals at leaft 
from the cyecs of the people ſome part of their: 
lycs. But I percave by this inftance you trouble 
not your ſclves to diſguiſe your deteſtable Max-- 
ms 3 that you eaſily diſpenſe with the moſt in-- 
diſpenſable Laws, and will do any thing to- 
pleaſe men : By the ancient cuſtom of Mona- 
ſierics, every Fryar with. whom they found 
money after his death, was held unworthy of.

to 
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to ſave all the world, eſpecially thoſe who have 
money : The vaſt ſummes found with the Ab- 
bot of St. Slpice, prevailed not with you to 
think him unworthy abſolution ; and though 
he dyed without giving any thing to the poor, 
which is a ſenhible mark of his Reprobation, 
you were not afraid to interre his miſerable 
Reliques in your Church, and adorn him with 
publick Monuments of piety. 

I begg your pardon, Father, for the liberty 
I take to tell you my thoughts : I ſhall add one 
thing more, which doubtleſs all perſons of a 
mean underſtanding, that ſhall here ſpeak of 
this ſtory, will preſently inferr : The world 
does you the right to take you for perfons of 
prudence and wildome, and wanting no ad- 
dreſs or dexterity when your intereſt 1s con» 
cerned. This well-grounded per{wafſion will 
naturally incline them to believe, that when 
you give ablolution to ſinners, who have done 
nothing to merit it, you are well paid for it, as 
a thing of your gift, which you owe not in 
juſtice : And that you take to your ſelves at 
leaſt a great part of the Eſtates of thoſe wicked 
rich men, to whom you'promiſe Paradice, 
without regard to Gods Word, who excludes 
them from thence who never repent. And 
certainly M:the Abbot of St. Sxlpice made ill ac-- | 
knowledgement of the goodneſs you expreſt 
towards him, it he gave you not part of thole 
Rapines 
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Rapines he could not carry with him to the 
other world, and were no longer of any uſe to 
him ; *Twere well then, Father, that men 
knew your bchaviour in this affair : They may 
pgſſibly tnde ſome reaſons to excuſe you, and 
juſtifie the memory of your penitent. "Tis 
poſſible, he hath made ſome reſtitution which 
turned to your advantage, and was applyed to 
your uſe, and may advance his ſalvation as 
much as if it had been made to them to whom 
of right it belonged : In a word, it is proba» 
ble there may be reaſon ſuthcient to preterr you 
before a Rabble of poor Folks and Monks, that 
are of no uſe to the World, who had right to 
the Money he beſtowed on you. 

This Father being none of the ableſt, appear- 
ed ſufficiently perplexed at this diſcourſe, but 
at laſt being obliged to ſay ſomething in Juſti- 
fication of the Company, he aflured me this 
Abbot had given them nothing, and that for 
the Enterrement and Epitaph, whereof they 
took care, they had received only Sixty Lonyſes, 
which was little more than what it had coſt 
them : All this was fo ſimply related by the 
poor Father, that certainly he knew no more, 
{o that I ſaid no more to him, but that I bla» 
med them very much for doing fo wicked a 
work at ſo cheap a rate. 


From 
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From Lyons we went to St.. Sulpice, where 
I was an Eye-witneſs of the diſorder wherein 
this wretched Abbot left the Monaſtery , both 
m 1ts ſpiritual and temporal Concerns , and 
underſtood he committed enormities wh 
ſufficiently demonſtrated he had: neither He- 
nour nor Religion: A Fryar he was, but 
, ſeldom or never wore the habit of his Order : 
A Fricit he was but never (aid Mas, unleſs 
when he was obliged to receive ſome Nunnes 
to profefſion 1n the Hoults, that depended of 
him, over whom he had Juriſdiction in quali- 
ty of Vicar Gencrall of the Order in Savoy 
and Preſſe, but betore he weat trom their hou» 
fes he chaffer'd what they were to give him, 
and was ſo punctual and exat in. making 
them pay, that one of the Nunnes being uns 
able to make up the ſumme they had. agreed 
upon, he put off his Prieftly Ornaments, and 
deferred the Maſs and Ceremony to another 
time : Not to ſtay any longer in giving you a 
Catalogue of all his Diſorders, it may be fait 
in a word, that' he wanted nothing to-make 
him a compleatly wicked man. 1 was told 
upon the place, he had carryed to Lyons part 
of the molt precious things in his polkflion, 
having left almoſt all the reſt in a Caltle call 
ed Machurs: That in his ſickneſs his Bros 
ther had ſent Horſemen thither , who by 
force took away all from the Houſe; and 
came 
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came after to the Abby to do the like, but 
that the reſiſtance the Fryars made obliged 
them-to return without their Errand. 

The report of the Countrey is, that the In» 
heritance his Brother is ſeized of amounts to 
above a hundred thouſand Livres, which may 
be cafily believed, for what cannot that man 
amaſs who enjoyed. two ſuch fat Bcnehces, 
and was at no charge ? He had ſearce any 
Fryars, and thoſe tew he had he gave noe any 
thing to 3 no ſervants, no retinue, yet had he 
induitry and care ſuffcient to Revell 
cheap, and- pay little tor the molt ſcandalous 
Debaucherics. 

From St. Su/pice we went by the Grand 
Chartreuſe to Grenoble. But two dayes agoe . 
Monfieur De M. went to the Brother and heir 
ot the Abbet, to demand Juſtice, and repre« 
(ent to him, that it was not allowable for him 
to poſſeſs himſelf of, and retain by force an 
Eſtate that belonged to other men : But we 
had no ſatisfaction from this great Magiſtrate, 
he expreſi no repentance for the Robbery come 
mitted, -but hath formed his Conlcience fo in 
this matter, that *twill be no calic thing to per» 
{wade him to let goe ſuch a prey : He told us 
in few words, but gravely, that he had done / 
nothing but what had bcen approved by twenty 
goed Cafuiſts, whereof above half were very 
able Feſuites : And that is Deciſme. 

Before 
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Before I conclude my Letter, Ewill propoſe 
a queſtion wherein I ſhould be very glad to 
receive your advice. It cannot be unknown, 
what the condudt of the Feſwites hath been in 
regard of this Abbot 3 to what degree of con- 
delcendence they are fallen, and how apt they 
are to flatter ſinners in the defires of their 
hearts : But the difficulty is to finde out that 
which hath particularly obliged them to this 
behaviour, on the preſent occation. Is it be- 
cauſe theſe complayſant Dire&ors have got 
ſuch a habit of looſe complying with all the 
wills of their Penitents, that it is not in their 
power to contradict them, and are as it were 
torced in ſpite of themiclves to do yet more 
than their Maxims permit: Is it becaule they 
obſerve no rule in their praftice, but to do 
what they liſt ? Do they believe in good cars 
nelt that ſinners they guide in this manner, 
or rather permit to walk in the "broad way 
to deſtruction, may be ſaved? and that men 
need not> any more ſeek the narrow Path? 
Have they not had greater regard to the Au- 
thority of the Living, than the Salvation of 
the Dz:ad Brother? And fince they have been 
capable of approving the unjuft Uſurpation he 
made of the Eftate lett by his Brother, is 
E. not probable they are capable of demanding 
> his tavour to (erve their turn on very ill Ac 
© Counts? When we muct at Paris , bo: ma 
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diſcourſe of this Aﬀair more at large, and 
then if you be not fatisfed with my word, 
I ſhall produce you unqueſtionable witneſſes. 
M. the ent Abbot of St. Sulpice is fully 
info of all I have told you: M:. his Un- 
kle will confirm the ſame, and alſo his Fa- 
ther, whom the RR. FF. cannot ſuſpe& of 
partiality againſt them , for that he is theix 
particular Fnend.
